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Freeze on federal funds 
delays park improvements

An IB-month freeze on the spending of 


certain federal funds is making it impos- 
sible for the Wheeling Park District to 
begin work on park Improvements prom- 
bed In last December's $700,000 referen- 
dum. 


The park board recently learned 'that 


they cannot apply for matching federal 
funds for their projects until the freeze 
on funds from the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development is lift- 
ed. The freeze went into effect Jan. 5 
when local HUD offices were Instructed 
not to accept applications for certain 
types of projects until further notice 
from Washington D.C. 


At first, tho park board wanted to pro- 


ceed with the Improvements by using 
money raised by their 1600,000 bond sale

which was authorized earlier this month. 


The park attorney, however, told the 


board that If this money Is spent before 
their application/or federal funds is ap- 
proved, that money could not be used as 
matching funds. 


"Now we find ourselves In a position 


where we want to get moving, but if we 
spend too much money, our federal funds 
will be nil," said Park Board Prcs. Lor- 
raine Lark. 


THE PARK BOARD had promised that 


work on the park improvements would 
begin as soon as money from the refer- 
endum was available. Alter much dis- 
cussion, the board members agreed that 
they could not in good conscience spend 
the referendum money without applying 
for federal aid. 


"To do us right In tho community, wo 


should have the federal money," Mrs. 
Lark sold. "I would say from a logical 
economic aspect, and it's not going to be 
a popular one, wo should go with tho 
items that would not toko federal funds." 


However, in reviewing the list of Im- 


provements promised in tho referendum, 
the park board found most of the items 
did require federal aid. Only tho new 
maintenance garage, Improvements to 
tho Heritage Park community building, 
and work on both the Indoor and outdoor 
swimming pools did not qualify for feder- 
al funds. 


The major programs in the referen- 


dum, site development and land acquisi- 
tion, rely heavily on federal old to In- 
crease the scope of improvements for the 
park district. 


"I WANT TO mako it clear that It's not 


just a couple of thousand dollars we'd be 
losing," said Park Supt. Dave Phillips. 
"You're talking about $175,000 just for 
land acquisition." 


The board members decided to delay 


deciding on a list of priority items on the 
park Improvements until more Informa- 
tion on tho HUD freeze was available. In 
the meantime, they decided to interview 
three prospective architectural con- 
sulting firms to oversee all of the park 
improvements. 


"Maybe the time that an- architect 


would bo doing his work and submitting 
his plans to us would be the time the 
freeze would be lifted," Mrs. Lark said. 


She further proposed that the park 


board make Its position clear to state 
and federal representatives in hopes that 
they might be able'to lift the freeze. "I 
don't think we should sit back and wait 
for tho freeze to be lifted," she said. 


Phillips recommended that the board 


pass a resolution opposing the' freeze 
which could then be sent to these repre- 
sentatives. 


THIS MAP REPRESENTS the precinct changes called for 
In a resolution of the Wheeling Village Board Monday 
night. The map, which uses county precinct numbers, 
was drawn by the village clerk to reduce possible over- 
crowding and complications in the April 17 village elec- 


tions. The map was sent to the county clerk as the vil- 
lage clerk's recommendation for splitting various county 
precincts this summer. The village clerk is planning to 
notify residents affected by the precinct changes of 
their ne'w polling places.

night approved a resolution calling for a 
split of certain village precincts for the 
April 17 village elections. 


The resolution was recommended by 


Village Clerk Evelyn Diens because 
there are too many registered voters in 
three-of .these precincts. She explained 
that precincts usually are limited to 500 
persons so polling places do not become 


overcrowded. 


In precinct 55, however, there are 1,131 


registered voters. Other large districts 
include precinct 30, with 827 preglstered 
voters, and Precinct 48, with 809 regis-

•48,79 and 30. 


MRS. DIENS explained that the village 


cleric has the prerogative of establishing 
the precincts and polling places for vil- 
lage elections. She said that while she 
does not have to use the same precinct 
system the county does, it is stapler 
to do so. "I find it's easier," she said. 
"After all, they do the work." • 
1 The clerk said the county was planning 
to split Precincts 30, 48 and 55 in June 
and had already asked for her recom- 
mendations on the splits. She said she 
would recommend the same divisions she 
• was using for the village elections. 


In establishing polling places for the 


village elections, some precincts will be 
sharing the'places where residents vote. 
Mrs. Dlens has arranged for 12 village 
polling places, which will be set forth In 
a village ordinance calling for the April 
election.

U.S. dollar devaluation sent stocks up 


sharply in early activity on the New 
York Stock Exchange, and profit taking 
pared the gain to modest proportions at 
the close. The widely watched Dow Jones 
average of.30 blue chip industrials, up 
more than 20 points before the end of the 
first half hour of trading; closed up 8.19 
at 996.76. Record volume to noon boosted 
total turnover to 25,320,000 shares, mak- 
ing the session the sixth most active In 
NYSE history. 'A 9,240,000-share first 
hour and the 15,360,000 total to noon also 
were the heaviest on record.

WASHINGTON (UPI) _ 
President 


Nixon said the 10 per cent devaluation of 
the dollar must be followed by trade log- 
UUtlon to give the government dis- 
cretion to raise tariffs on some product* 
to protect American markets. 


Describing the devaluation, announced 


by Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz, 
as only a temporary solution to the 
United States' pressing money problems, 
Nixon laid, "We must go up as well as 
down (on tariffs). Thai's the only way to 
get a fair shake for our products 
abroad." 


The President said the devaluation ho 


ordered affects only the value of (he dol- 
lar In International transactions but "as 
far as the vast majority of American 
people Is concerned, this did not affect 
the value of the dollar." 


EUROPEAN governments, meanwhile, 


praised the 10 per cent devaluation and 
said It would end the world's latest mon- 


etary crisis. But the possibility of further 
monetary adjustments remained if some 
currencies arc allowed to float — finding 
their own level on International money 
markets. 


In Asia foreign exchanges closed yes- 


terday with the exception of Hong Kong 
and Jakarta, where the dollar was 
traded at the 10 per cent rate of discount 
announced by American Treasury Secre- 
tary George P. Shultz. 


Americans abroad were having trouble 


changing money yesterday. 


"My plane bock to the States leaves In 


one hour and I can't even change enough 
money to get out to the airport," Joe 
Manyard, 26, of Vermontvillc, Mich., 
said In Rome, where banks refused to 
cash U.S. banknotes. 


In most nations, central exchange mar- 


kets stayed closed and banks and hotels, 
lacking official guidance, simply dropped 


exchange rates by most or all of the 10

IN A UNIQUE gesture, the Bank of 


Spain in Madrid continued 'changing

In Tokyo the foreign exchange market 


was scheduled to resume business today 
and Finance Minister Klicbl Aichi said 
that the yen will float "for the time 
being." 


The Japanese market was closed last 


Saturday' following the European offen- 
sive on the dollar. Bank and trading firm 
officials said the yen, one of the world's 
strong currencies along with West Ger- 
many's mark, may be revalued by more 
than 10 per cent. The finance sources 
said the yen may be forced to Increase 
Its value by as much as IS per cent soon-

One panel for colleges, one for grade arid high schools 
State education board recommended 


A state board with authority over all 


education In Illinois yesterday was rec- 
ommended by the Governor's Commis- 
sion on Schools. 


The state board would be divided into 


two councils, one to oversee elementary 
and a secondary schools and the other to 
govern higher education. 


The proposal, which has been sent to 


Gov. Daniel Walker and members of the 
Illinois General Assembly, won both 
pralso and criticism from State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, a 
leader in the legislature on formation of 
a itate board. 


THE COMMISSION In a 61-page re- 


port, proposed that the state board have 
17 members appointed by the governor. 
It would take over the functions of the 
present state school superintendent, the 
board of higher education and the Divi- 
sion of Vocational and Technical Educa- 
tion. 


The board's first duty would be to se- 


lect a state school superintendent who 
would replace the elected Supt Michael 
Bakalls in September, 1075. 


Under the 1970 Illinois Constitution, the 


state superintendent's office ceases to be 
an elected office and Is placed under the 
jurisdiction of the state board. 


Combining the functions of regulating 


public elementary and high schools with 
overseeing higher education, the com- 
mission said, "would better servo the 
whole educational community, both by 
articulating the real resource needs and 
educational priorities of the state and by 
injuring that these decisions would be 
made In the first instance by those whose 
expertise and concern was exclusively 
educational." 


MRS. CHAPMAN said she was pleased 


that the report Indicates that a board 
should be formed before January, 1375, 
to give it time to find a state superin- 
tendent. She also said she supports the 
plan to have board members elected 
rather than appointed. 


However, she added, "I am opposed at 


this time to one board that is over oil of 
education.

who together control 23.6 per cent of the 
corporation voting stock. Some 53 per

Erickson explained the option could bo 


extended for a second year and the 
board could then review enrollments at 
the two high schools to determine whe- 
ther to shift all Cambridge students back 
to Wheeling. 


D I S T It IC T enrollment projections 


show that if Cambridge Is Included In 
the Buffalo Grovo area, Buffalo Grovo 
will be overcrowded by 500 students by 
the 1975-76 school year and Wheeling will 
be under capacity by the same amount. 


Board member Richard Greenfield 


said he supported Erlckson's proposal as 
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long as students who chose to start at 
Buffalo Grove were given the chance to 
graduate there no matter what decisions 
are made later. 


Greenfield said the enrollment projec- 


tions aro not certain and added, "What- 
ever board considers this problem to two 
years will have better numbers than we 
do." 


Board member Jack Matthews, how- 


ever, said he disagreed with the proposal 
because "I feel we're postponing a deci- 
sion that some other board would have to 
make." 


BOARD MEMBER Gene Artemcnko 


added, "Wo have an obligation to all the 
people in the district not to overload one 
school because of a problem wo have. If 
we were to provide an option to Cam- 
bridge now knowing we'll have to change 
It In two years It wouldn't be fair."

83 that will become nec- 
essary if the 'Buffalo Grove Village 
Board approves two projects proposed by 
Levitt & Sons Inc. 


Ken Campbell, representing Levitt, dis- 


cussed the two multi-family devel- 
opments with the school board Monday 
night. 


Levitt intends to build 75 single-family 


homes, 225 apartment condominiums and 
82 townhousc condominiums on a SO-acre 
site known as the Koclpcr-Dcmuth parcel 
east of Arlington Heights Road and north 
of Rtc. 83. 


A nearby 61-acrc site known as the 


Wagner parcel Is also to be developed 
with 284 townhousc condominiums. It is 
located south of Aptakislc Road and cast 
of Arlington Heights Road. 


Based on Campbell's figures, about 161 


kindergarten through fifth grade students 
plus 76 sixth through eighth-grade stu- 
dents will be added to the district by the 
two developments. 


THE POSSIBLE alternatives for build- 


Ing the necessary school were agreed on 
Monday night by the board and Camp- 
bell. Any of the options will satisfy the 


Buffalo Grove resolution that requires 
developers to donate land or cash to lo- 
cal school districts to offset the tax Im- 
pact of their projects. 
• 


As one alternative, Levitt agreed to do- 


nate an 11-acrc school site on the south- 
west corner of the Wagner parcel. The 
school board Indicated they probably 
won't accept the site because only about 
five acres of tho land is bulldablo. The 
rest of the site lies in floodplaln. 


Levitt also agreed to contribute cosh 


Instead of the 11-acre site or to donate 
the five usable acres of the property and 
cither give tho district five more acres 
somewhere else or money to buy the 
land. There arc several acres of property 
between the two parcels that might be 
purchased to provide at least 10 acres 
needed for a school. 


The alternatives will be specified in the 


annexation agreement with Levitt and 
the village. This will allow tho annexa- 
tion procedure to continue while the 
school board considers the school situ- 
ation. The board agreed to make a deci- 
sion within the next three months. 


Campbell said Levitt hopes tho proj- 


ects wijl bo approved by the village 
board before then. 


Dlst. 214 study will be made by 10 com- 
mittees which will Investigate such 
things as enrollment projections, facil- 
ities, staffing needs and curriculum. 
Each committee will study a specific 
area and report to a steering committee 
made up of members of the Dist. 214 and 
elementary district boards. 


The state money will be used to hire 


expert consultants to work with the com- 
mittees doing the study, Gilbert said. 


"Tho results of the study will be made 


available to the school boards without 
recommendation," 
Gilbert said. 
He 


added, "We haven't thought of this as a 
preparation for a feasibility study to 
form a unit district and you won't find 
the term unit district used anywhere in 
our proposal." 


The study now underway in Dlst. 59 Is 


studying three specific sets of boundaries 
for what could become a unit district. 
The committee working on the bound- 


aries expects to make a report this 
spring recommending whether a petition 
to form a unit district should be filed for 
ono of the proposed units. 


THE UNIT districts being studied in 


Dlst. 59 could result In anywhere from 
one to four high schools being removed 
from the jurisdiction of Dist. 214. 


If a petition is filed to form a unit dis- 


trict In the Elk Grove area, hearings, 
will be held by the county superintendent 
and tho petition will be reviewed by the 
state superintendent. If both those offi- 
cials approve the petition, residents of 
the proposed unit will vote in a referen- 
dum whether they want a unit district. 


Dlst. 214 board members have said 


they hope their study of district organiza- 
tion will stall any consideration of unit 
district petitions from the Dlst. 59 area. 


The board adopted the plan for the pro- 


posed study with board member Jack 
Costcllo passing. 


Engineer to study drainage 


High Court agrees to hear 
appeal on 73 race dates 


ILLINOIS - (UPI) - Supreme Court 


Justice Thomas E. Kluczynski agreed 
yesterday to consider an appeal filed by 
the state attorney general from a deci- 
sion of a lower court that confirmed 1973 
race season dates fixed by the Illinois 
Racing Board. 


Tho appeal, filed by Atty. Gen. William 


J. Scott, said the state derived annual 
tax revenues of more than $30 million 
from racing and "therefore the issues to 
bo decided arc of significant public inter- • 
cst." 


On Jan. 31 Circuit Court Judge Robert 


J. Downing upheld original dotes set by 
the racing board. He ruled In a suit 
brought by Scott that said that the board 
improperly granted a harness racing 
date to two organizations controlled by 
former race board chairman William S. 
Miller. 


Miller has appeared as a witness in the 


racetrack stock bribery trial of former ' 
Illinois Gov. Otto Kerner. 


Fred F. Herzog, an assistant attorney 


general, argued that the racing board 
"flagrantly Ignored the law" In granting 
the dates. 


Kluczynski said he would talk to other 


members of the court and notify the per- 


sons involved in the appeal whether the 
Supreme Court will hear the case. He set 
March IS as a tentative hearing date. 


The justice said that If the case'ran 


through the appellate court route it 
would take so long that the question of 
1973 race dates would be moot.

THE STORE, with the permission of 


the Village of Arlington Heights, has 
been tied Into the Dist. 214 drainage 
area. As a result, the Memco runoff is 
then channeled across Dlst. 23 land. 


Dist. 23 Supt. Edward Grodsky said 


Dlst. 23 board members believe the 
drainage casement they granted Horsey 
In 1967 was to be used only by that 
school. "We thought we had an exclusive 
contract," Grodsky said. 


Dist. 214 Board Member Richard Bach- 


hubcr said the board did not know Mcm- 
co had been tied In. "But we did antici- 
pate that at some time or other someone 
would tie into it," Bachhuber said. "It's 


the natural flow of water to McDonald 
Creek. We can't stop that." 


"Almost everybody could sue every- 


body else in this thing," said Dist. 214 
Supt. Edward Gilbert. "But If we simply 
accept the fact that we must slow up the 
water, the only logical place would be on 
the Hcrsey site." 


Arlington Heights will turn over the

ment yesterday but has sold earlier the 
amendment, which docs not apply to tho 
same entertainment taking place where 
pop, coffee or tea uas served, would be 
tested in court.

State Rep. Eugene F. Schllckmnn, 


R-ArUngton Heights, has relntroduccd 
legislation that would transfer control of 
the Chicago Transit Authority from the 
City of Chicago to the State of Illinois. 


Schllclunon offered similar legislation 


In the last session of the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly, It was never brought to a 
hearing. Under new rules of operation 
for the House of Representatives, the bill 
ihould be assured committee hearing 
and a floor vote If demanded by Schlick- 
man. 


(Ills bill would also: 
' • Expand the CTA territory through' 
out Cook, DuPage, Kane, Lake, McIIenry 
and Will counties. 


• Allow a gas tax levy of one-half cent 


per gallon for the benefit of the CTA. 


• Provide the Northeastern Illinois 


Planning Commission with power to re- 
view the CTA's capital Improvement 
budget. 


"THE CRISIS today Involves not only 


the CTA," said Schllckman, "but trans- 


portation generally. There's no question 
In my mind that public transportation 
cannot be adequately supported through 
the fare box only. 


"There must be assured and sufficient 


revenue to maintain a successful trans- 
portation system. Furthermore, trans- 
portation cannot continue to operate on a 
fragmented basil. Everyone's needs 
must be considered and related to others. 


"I sympathize with the current plight 


of CTA, but under no circumstances can 
I vote for a stopgap subsidy to CTA, 
without being assured that all of the 
Interested parties are committed to a 
specific long-range approach that will 
provide for assured funding of public 
transportation In an equitable way, and 
will satisfy transportation needs on a re- 
gional basis. 


"If Mayor Daley and others refuse to 


make this commitment now, then the re- 
sponsibility lies with them and no one 
else."

By this time, it's unlikely that anyone 


even vaguely aware of the school dis- 
tricts In this area hasn't heard of the unit 
district feasibility study In Elk Grove 
Township Dlst. 59. 


Well, last week the committee working 


on the study started drawing boundary 
lines for a unit district In the southern 
port of High School Dlst. 214. And those 
lines provide still another fascinating 
turn In the ongoing unit district saga. 


Specifically, the citizen's committee 


working on the unit district study agreed 
to examine three possible unit districts. 
Presumably, once they complete their 
study they will recommend one of the 
units be sent to the county and state for 
approval. After that, voters within the 
proposed district would be able to vote 
up or down on the Issue. 


The three possible districts arc, In or- 


der of the committee's preference: 


• A unit made up of the attendance 


areas for Elk Grove, Forest View, Pros- 
pect and Rolling Meadows high schools. 
This would combine the present Ele- 
mentary Dlst. 57 and 59 with parts of 
Cist. 23 and Dlst. 15. 


• A unit that would Include only Elk 


Grove Village. This would cut Dlst. 59 In 
half along the tollway and Include the 
part of the village west of III. Rte. 53 
now In Schaumburg Dlst. 54 and High 
School Dlst. 211. 


• A unit following the present bound- 


aries of Dlst. 59. This would Include For- 
est View and Elk Grove high schools and 
would mean students now attending For- 
est View and living In Dlst. 57 would 
have to switch schools. 


THE CREATION of any of those three 


possibilities would mean a substantial 
change In the school district boundary 
maps for this area. And, even though It's 
sure to draw howls of dismay from citi- 
zen's committee members who will say 
It's premature, I think we should lake a 
took at the political Implications of each 
of these possibilities. 


So. starting with the third choice and 


working our way up, here goes: 


The proposal for a Dlst. 59 unit Is the 


one that has been most commonly talked 
about ever since the study started. And It 
has also already garnered opposition 
from Supt. Kenneth Gill of Elementary 
Dbt. 21 and from the whale Dlst. 23 
board. 


The problem with l>o all-DIst. 59 unit 


Is that It will take more tax wealth from 
Dlst. 214 than It will lake students. The 
exact percentages arc still uncertain, but 
It looks as If Dlst. 214 will have about 190 
less to spend on each student if that unit 
Is formed. 


Opponents of that plan try to appear 


confident that the county and state su- 
perintendent* would not allow the plan to 
So to referendum because It will hurt 
Dlst. 214. They tend to forget that, al- 
though the plan would make Dlst. 214 
less wealthy, It would still be one of the 
wealthiest In the state. Because of that, 
the plan just might get to referendum. 


!K IT DOES — and here I'm sticking 


my neck out — I think the referendum 
will pass. Voters will be faced with the 
poMlblllty. Indeed, the probability, that 
taxes will be lowered If it does.

R-Evanston, whose hometown Is served 
by the CTA and threatened with severe 
cutbacks In commuter service, has In- 
dicated he will favor short-term sub- 
sidles for the commuter line by the state 
and local governments. 


However, ho echoed Schlickman's de- 


mands for a regional transportation sys- 
tem. Porter, whose 1st Legislative Dis- 
trict extends from Evanston to the north- 
ern half of Wheeling Township, Including 
the villages of Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, declared: 


"All Evanston CTA stations must re- 


main open and operative. However, I do 
not believe that long-term subsidies 
should be granted without the adoption of 
a regional transportation authority to 
eliminate the inefficiencies of frag- 
mented mass transit systems and to 
bring them under coordinated control. 


"Those interested In suburban transit 


needs should, of course, have a large 
voice In the control of such a system. 
All areas served by a regional authority 
should assume a portion of the costs of 
its operation." 


Porter pointed out that only 2.3 per 


cent of the CTA's operating budget is 
supplied by state and local subsidies. In 
other major urban areas, the transit au- 
thority Is subsidized by as much as 55 
per cent He cited figures of 35 per cent 
in New York, 53 per cent in Seattle, 50 
per cent in San Francisco, and 55 per 
cent in Atlanta.

probably sec the formation of a new dis- 
trict as o good way to get rid of him. 
Once the referendum passes, they'll 
move to take over the new board and 
hire their own man. 


The Elk Grove Village unit has even 


more popular appeal within Elk Grove 
Village than the all-59 unit. Village resi- 
dents have long claimed they support 
education more than do the residents of 
the parts of Dlst. 59 in Mount Prospect, 
Arlington Heights and DCS Plnlnes. If 
given a chance to vote to get rid of the 
other towns, they'd do It. 


However, I doubt if that plan has much 


chance of getting to a referendum. For 
one thing, the Intent of the law forming 
unit districts is designed to consolidate, 
not to split up, existing districts. For an- 
other, the Elk Grove Village unit would 
leave the Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and DCS Plalncs areas homeless. 
The stale and county superintendents 
would be unlikely to approve that. 


The third possibility — the unit taking 


In Elk Grove, Forest View, Prospect and 
Rolling Meadows high schools — Is the 
most Interesting, and the hardest to 
make any good guesses about. 


Although I haven't seen any figures, 1 


assume the additional area would get 
away from the problem of taking more 
wealth than students from Dlst. 214. In 
addition since the area would fulfill tlio 
law's "compact and contiguous" require* 
mcnts, it would probably be approved fot 
referendum. 


THE ADDITION of those areas outside 


Dist. 59 makes It tricky to guess the out- 
come of a referendum. Would the resi- 
dents of Dlst. 57, of the part of Arlington 
Heights that goes to Rolling Meadows 
and Prospect high schools and of Rolling 
Meadows vote for a unit district?. 


The residents of Dist. 57 have a formi- 


dable record of electing Dlst. 214 board 
members In competition with residents 
from other areas. (Jock Costcllo and 
Richard Bachhubcr arc now serving on 
Dlst. 214 and arc from Dlst. 57.) A con- 
certed effort in Dlst. 57 just might defeat 
a referendum. 


However, a unit district might be very 


appealing to residents of Dlst. 57, That 
district Is suffering through declining en- 
rollment, referendum crises and is now 
looking for Its second superintendent In 
less than a year. 


The power structure of Dlst. 57 would 


almost surely oppose the unit district, 
but residents of Mount Prospect voted 
down a tax rate referendum last year, so 
maybe that wouldn't matter. 


So, I'd have to give the third possibility 


at least an even chance — and maybe a 
better than even chance — of passing If 
it goes to referendum. 


All of this analysis might change, of 


course, between now and the time any 
unit district can come to a vote. And of 
course. Dlst. 214 is now planning its own 
unit district study which that board 
hopes will forestall any Dlst 59 moves. 


But this analysis may give you some 


Idea of what's ahead — and how many 
people may eventually be involved. 


The Northeastern Illinois Planning 


Commission has endorsed a Chicago 
request for $IH4 million In federal funds 
to build a parking facility at the Jeffer- 
son Pork Interchange of the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. and the Chicago 
Transit Authority Rapid Transit line. 


The NIPC planning committee last 


week endorsed the proposal to build a 
four-story parking garage that would 
serve 1,250 cars. The building, which, 
would cost a total of $1? million to con- 
struct, would be expandable to house a 
total of 2,000 cars. 


Chicago officials told NIPC they expect 


the parking facilities would primarily 
serve commuters coming from the sub- 
urbs into the city. The garage could be 
used by persons planning to take either 
the CTA rapid transit line or the North 
Western commuter trains. 


The Chicago request for federal high- 


way funds to build the park-and-ride fa- 
cility will now go to the U.S. Department 
of Transportation. 


Chicago officials say that they hope the 


facility would cut down traffic in Chi- 
cago's Loop. They also noted that there 
Is currently a parking problem on streets 
In the Jefferson Park area.

Plating firm charged 
in MSD pollution suit 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


filed suit against a Palatine company for 
polluting MSD sewers. 


The district will go to court next week 


on the suit filed Jan. 24 against Arlington 
Plating Co. Inc., of 154 W. Wilson St., 
Palatine, according to MSD AUy. Phillip 
Rothenberg. 


The suit seeks an Injunction to stop the 


firm from dumping Into MSD sewers. In 
addition, it asks the court to fine the 
company from $100 to $1,000 per day for 
each day the company voilates MSD pol- 
lution ordinances. 


The suit was filed last month after the 


plating company failed to eliminate the 
pollution by a deadline set b November. 


MSD officials said In November the 


plating company was emptying "ex- 
cessive concentrations of cadmium, nick- 
el and free cyanide" into MSD sewers. 


The district originally had charged the 


company with dumping excessive quan- 
tities of copper into the sewer, but that 
condition reportedly was corrected. 


Walter Schroeder, secretary-treasurer 


of Arlington Plating said the pollution 
has been eliminated and attorneys repre- 
senting the plating company will fight 
the suit.

Level of Great Lakes 
may hit record high 


LANSING, Mich. (UPI) - 
Great 


Lakes water levels this summer may be 
higher than during 1952, the high point of 
the century, the Michigan Natural Re- 
sources Commission was told. 


William D. Marks, chief of water de- 


velopment services for the Deportment 
of Natural Resources, told the commis- 
sion that the water levels of Lakes Erie 
and St. Clalr are already at a 113-year 
high. 


Based on a study of shoreline damages 


during the 1052 high water season, Marks 
estimated that wave and flood damage 
this summer could do $120 million worth 
of damage to the entire Great Lakes 
shoreline. 


He said the damage estimate docs not 


take into account the Intensive shoreline 
development of the past 20 years.

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Let the home buyer beware: Part 3 
What can be done to stop 
the great housing 'steal'?

Last In a leriei 


Ask any expert In the housing field. 


Most agree the practices of the building 
Industry at times Involve fraud, mis- 
representation, poor construction and 
outright lying. 


But they do not agree on the best way 


to go about solving the problem, de- 
scribed as the "big steal" by a Federal 
Trade Commission official. 


A prominent lawyer who has repre- 


sented municipalities and builders said 
the problem was a matter of contract, 
not legislation. 


A breach of contract occurs If the 


builder docs not meet the terms of the 
contract. The buyer then can sue. 


"It's very difficult to get away from 


litigation," the lawyer said In response to 
questioning about high legal costs. The 
builder would probably settle out of court 
because It's cheaper for him, he said. 


Establishing a hearing agency, per- 


haps as part of the Illinois attorney 
general's office, would bo one solution, 
the lawyer said. This agency would act 
as a pretrlal conference, advising the 
buyer without expense as to whether he 
should sue. 


HOWEVER, the lawyer warned that 


Including specifics In the contract pre- 
sents a problem. It's very difficult to get 
things like public facilities on paper, ho 
said. "Especially when the builder never 
Intended to promise something, Uko a 
park. His salesman did tho promising. 
Ifow can a builder soy In a contract 
there will be no park?" he added. 


The Idea of a "laundry list" of promis- 


es and relevant facts bothered other ex- 
perts. Howard Kaufman, assistant attor- 
ney general and head of the Consumer 
Fraud and Protection Division, said that 
If you Included Items In tho contract, ev- 
erything not listed could be Interpreted 
as excluded. 


"You can't sec every problem, and 


you're bound to eliminate ono or two. 
This could work more of a hardship' upon 
tho consumer than to Just state In tho 
contract that the house will bo suitable 
or habitable." 


Discriminating 
between 
a 
hairline 


crack and a wide crack also would be a 
problem, even If tho contract expressly 


. stated that wide cracks were covered by 


warranty, Kaufman said. 


HOWEVER, JOSEPH Anderson of tho 


sama office had other views. An ex- 
clusionary contract might have advan- 
tages, ho said. It could give a person a 
leg to stand on If certain things were 
Included in the contract, he added. 


"Tho consumer Is always at tho dis- 


advantage. As It stands now, the law is 
very confusing. If a company agrees to 
seal a man's basement and doesn't com- 
pletely finish the job, that's a breach of 
contract and Involves a civil suit. 


"If this company's scaling job Is lousy 


and doesn't do what the company prom- 
ised, that's misrepresentation and It In- 
volves our office. If the president of this 
company skips town with the customer's 
money without doing tho work, that's 
criminal fraud and the state's attorney 
gets involved. 


"Naturally, a state law requiring dis- 


closure of specifics In tho contract would 
help tho consumer. Ho could go to tho 
bulkier and say, 'look, it's written 
here,'" Anderson said. 


ANDERSON HAS support In his appeal 


for a disclosure contract. State Sen. Da- 
vid Rrgncr, n-Mount' Prospect, who 
sponsored tho condominium property act 
amendment, said, "I see no problem 
with purely Informational things listed In 
tho contract." 


Regncr said he planned to Introduce 


some legislation along the disclosure 
lines. State Hep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights, also a sponsor of 
the condominium amendment, said she 


, was considering Introducing legislation to 


protect homo buyers. 


A free-lance legislative consultant, 


Linda Strothman, hired by Mrs. Chap- 
man to investigate the various angles of 
the bill, came up with loopholes in tho 
proposed legislation. 


The Information disclosure would only 


be a partial solution, she said. Taxing 
districts change, school boundaries shift, 
taxing rates change, and zoning is sub- 
ject to rczonlng. 


HOW EVER. SUB OFFERED these 


possible solutions to the housing prob- 
lem: 


• At the time of signing, the contract 


could make accurate statements about 
school boundaries and other relevant 
facts. 
• A description of the type of storm 
drainage could be provided to allow the 
purchaser to check with the municipality 
or county and learn how successful this 
type of system has been. 
• A brochure explaining type and cost of 
maintenance to expect In a new home 
could be printed by an association and 
required by law to be made available to 
buyers. 
• Certain major Items like buckling 
floors could be listed In the contract as 
guaranteed by the warranty. 


• More frequent use of executory con- 


tracts, could be encouraged. This kind of 
contract specifies partial payment as the 
work progresses; the builder would be 
paid a certain amount as each item is 
finished. 


• Financial Institutions could be re- 


quired to Inspect the items they finance, 
«nd pay out as the work progressed. She 
noted • powerful lobby, the savings and 
loan usociations would speak against 


this because it would Involve more work 
and expense on their part. 


• Broadening the power of the con- 


sumer fraud division of tho attorney gen- 
eral's office. 


UNDER THE current Consumer Fraud 


Act, the attorney general docs not have 
jurisdiction over real estate sold in the 
stale of Illinois. 


The only state control resides with the 


Department of Registration and Educa- 
tion, which licenses real estate brokers. 
This department con revoke licenses, but 
that's the extent of Its powers. 
"Kaufman said he introduced a bill In 
April, 1971, to amend the fraud act to 
include real estate within the state. Tho 
House passed It, but the Senate did not. 


"I got the Board of Real Estate Bro- 


kers to speak In favor of the bill. But tho 
Senate questioned the three-day cancella- 
tion period presently In tho act and deals 
with unsolicited door-Indoor salesmen. It 
allows the buyer to get out of a contract 
within three days," Kaufman said. 


"Suppose a real estate broker came to 


the door unsolicited. You signed to sell 
your house with him. Within two days, ho 
sold tho house, but on the third day you 
cancelled the contract." 


Kaufman said ho understood tho prob- 


lem and agreed to eliminate real estate 
from the three-day coollng-off period. • 


But tho Senate Judiciary Committee 


still recommended that the Senate not 
pass tho bill. Anderson said the bill 
would be introduced again this year. 


INTERESTINGLY ENOUGH, although 


tho attorney general has no jurisdiction, 
tho office has been Investigating mis- 
representation In housing. 


Anderson said tho office docs at times 


investigate housing complaints, "to test 
their jurisdiction." Tho office also has In- 
tervened In a problem to negotiate with 
tho developer, and according to Kaufman 
has had some success. 


While Anderson could not reveal spe- 


cifics, ho said the office Is Investigating 
complaints against a Schaumburg build- 
er because homeowners contend they 
were promised a park that never ma- 
terialized. 


Going beyond the state level for re- 


medies, Sen. Adlal Stevenson III, D-III., 
held a meeting in December at the Fed- 
eral Building In Chicago with city and 
suburban homeowner associations on the 
whole problem of housing. 


As ho said, "The American dream of 


homcownershlp has become a night- 
mare." 


THE LONG LIST of complaints recited 


at the meeting were familiar. The solu- 
tions were not all new ones. 


Stevenson, agreeing with a Hanover 


Park attorney's suggestion for a dis- 
closure law, said, "Before you can sue, 
you have to have a cause of action, a 
clause in tho contract." 


The senator said ho had Introduced a 


bill requiring reimbursement In cases of 
housing fraud. The bill did not pass Con- 
gress, and he said ho Intends to reintro- 
duco It. 


Requiring more responsibility for in- 


spection on the part of tho mortgage 
house and making tho Federal Housing 
Administration more accountable wcro 
other possibilities mentioned by Steven- 
son. 


AT THE DECEMBER meeting, Ray 


Fligg of Hanover Park had a typical talc 
of woe. The brochure to the housing de- 
velopment said It was an environmental- 
ly controlled place to live. 


A garbage dump nearby and a scwago 


plant give off odors, a park turned out to 
be a cemetery, too garbage trucks 
rumble past dally. The $25,000 to $35,000 


homes were federally financed. FUgg 
said he has gone to the attorney general, 
the state's attorney, and the U.S. attor- 
ney, all of whom ore still investigating 
after four months. 


Stevenson also suggested a housing law 


creating uniform national standards, 
which also would set down the rights of 
owners, provide for full disclosure, and 
have penalties for failure to comply with 
the standards. 


If the builder failed to meet these na- 


tional standards, Stevenson said the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban'Devel- 
opment (FHA is part of HUD) would not 
do business with them. 


"The intentions of tho housing laws 


were to provide a decent home for every- 
one. But everyone seems to bo benefiting 
from public policy but homeowners," 
Stevenson said. 


And he added, "Government doesn't

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Late this year or early 74, economists predict 


.5. faces 'unavoidable9 recession

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


Slates Is almost unavoidably headed for 
an economic recession later this year or 
early In 1974, two economists said yester- 
day. 


"Indeed, the challenge facing policy- 


makers Is tho coming year will be to 
avoid a recession of classic dimension," 
said Wilfred Lewis Jr.. chief economist 
for the National Planning Association, 
Washington. 


Henry Kaufman, an economist with 


Salomon Brothers, New York, told the 
Joint Economic Committee, "Late this 
year, or no later than early 1974, the real 
rato of econlmlc growth may be only a 
small fraction of tho current high rate, 
and a complete lack of real growth for a 
short time span cannot be entirely ruled 
out." 


LEWIS AND KAUFMAN disagreed 


somewhat on tho fine points of what 


could be done about It, but their central 
theme was the same: the economy Is 
booming at such a pace now that In- 
flation Is Inevitable, and Inflation will 
lead to recession. 


Kaufman said an "enormously stimu- 


lative fiscal and monetary expansion" 
had fired up an economic boom, but that 
steps had not been taken to assure that 
the boom could be controlled before In- 
flation set In. 


"Now we are In the midst of an eco- 


nomic boom, moving to even higher utili- 
zation of real resources with our unem- 
ployment rate falling perhaps to 4.S per 
cent by midyear," Kaufman said. "If ad- 
ditional excesses arc to be avoided and 
the boom Is to continue, checking In- 
flation Is necessary but extremely diffi- 
cult to achieve In a setting In which eco- 
nomic friction Is quite likely. 
". . .Actually, I believe that It Is prob- 


ably too late to tame this economic boom 
without experiencing some dislocations." 


Kaufman predicted that In order to 


clamp restraints on an economy that will 
be demanding more and more credit, 
"Interest rates, particularly money 
rates, will continue to rise sharply." 


LEWIS SAID all the signs now point to 


a "good old fashioned so-called classic 
recession." 


"At the present time, the signs are far 


from promising," Lewis sold. "On the 
one hand, we have a very rapid in- 
vestment boom that we know has to ta- 
per off as wo approach full employment.

West German Finance Minister Helmut 


Schmtt said the devaluation "got at tho 
source of tho problem." Ho denied re- 
ports — particularly current In Italy — 
that Germany would go one step further 
by letting tho mark float upwards, low- 
ering the dollar's value oven more in 
Germany. 


Schmlt said France and Germany had 


hoped to sponsor a concerted upward 
flqnt of Common Market currencies 
against the dollar, but Britain, where tho 
pound has been floating since last June, 
vetoed tho idea. 


FINANCE MINISTERS of the nine 


Common Market nations scheduled an 
emergency meeting today to assess the 
post-devaluation picture — particularly 
tho floating of the lira by Italy which 
reversed a year-old Market campaign to 
narrow exchange rates as a step toward 
a single European currency. 


A Common Market spokesman said 


that "we arc satisfied and happy that the 
money crisis appears to be solved." But 
I n L u x c m b o u r g , Market President 
Francois Ortoll told the European Par- 
liament that tho International monetary 
system was In "quasi-permanent crisis" 
that could be solved only by new mecha- 
nisms to block speculation. 


"Franca has taken a position in favor 


of tho devaluation of the dollar," said 
French Finance Minister Valcry Glscard- 
Estalng, who blamed the crisis on the 
U.S. balance of payments deficit. 


Italy defied the Common Market yes- 


terday by floating the lira In what bank- 
ers said amounted to a "de facto" deval- 
uation of the currency. 


Tho move came only hours after the 


devaluation of the dollar and represented 
a direct breach by Italy of the Common 
Market agreement of a year ago to keep 
all the Common Market currencies with- 
in 2.23 per cent limit of tho official price.

Illinois exporting firms but consumers 
will have to pay higher prices for Im- 
ported radios and other Items. 


This Is the prediction of Orvlllc Bcr- 


grcn, executive vice president of the Illi- 
nois Manufacturers Association. Bcrgren 
said that Illinois, as the No. 2 exporting 
stqfo In the nation, should benefit greatly 
from the devaluation as exporters gain a 
10 per cent advantage over their foreign 
competitors. 


Theoretically, this should benefit the 


country In its efforts to gain a favorable 
balance of trade picture according to 
Bcrgren. 


"BUT THAT'S only In theory." he said. 


"In some products, such as oil, we will 
pay whatever tho prltM Is because we 
need It. 


"The dollar crisis and Iho adminis- 


tration's actions on It will highlight our 
trade problems. It's not a cure of the 
problem only a treatment. 


"But the attention of Congress will bo 


drawn to the plight of the dollar, and It 
probably will give the President the au- 
thority to deal from a position of 
strength with our foreign competitors." 


Bcrgren expects President Nixon to 


present his new foreign trade proposals 
In the near future, possibly as early as 
next week. 


He contends that foreign trade com- 


petitors often have an unfair advantage 
In government subsidies and other tariff 
decisions unfavorable to the United 
States. 


IlEHGKEN added that the Japanese 


now have floated their yen, so the deva- 
luation could become more than 10 per 
cent for the U.S. dollar. 


He said another devaluation is possible 


this year. 


"Then there Is the other side of the 


coin, looking at tho effect on con- 
sumers," Bcrgren said. 


"The prices for hl-fl sets, cameras, and 


other foreign goods will be going up. This 
move will help U.S. Industry, but tho 
consumer pays more. 


"it's part of the price wo pay for on 


unfavorable trade balance." Bcrgren 
cited oil, textiles and shoes as examples 
of goods that arc Imported by the U.S. In 
volumn much greater than they arc ex- 
ported.

When Ely Culbertson played the hand 


he had a different idea. He decided that 
West would be long in clubs so he won 
tho trick; drew trumps. Then he played 
king, ace and his lost diamond to ruff in 
dummy; cashed dummy's king of clubs 
and threw East in with a spade. 


Now look at the East-West cards. Ely 


was right. He had stripped the hand and 
East had to lead a fourth spade which 
allowed Ely to ruff in dummy and dis- 
card his losing club at the same time.

has argued before — Is a form of 
amnesty to encourage the return of 
persons who fled to Canada or to 
other countries to avoid military 
service. 


We believe that amnesty should 


not be unconditional, that It should 
be tied to alternative service, such 
as Peace Corps work or service in 
hospitals. And we don't believe it 
should be extended to persons who 
deserted during military service. 


The most compelling argument 


for amnesty at this lime Is that the 
recently announced end of the war 
must signal the return of normal 
life to this country. 


Some of the wounds — the vio- 


lent dissent of the late 1960s — 
have healed, but others, such as 


the loss of faith in American gov-' 
crnmcnt, will be slow to heal. 


And, for one reason or another, 


many ol the best young men this 
country has produced arc beyond 
our borders. If they are willing to 
return, and make a contribution to 
the growth of this nation, Uicn they 
should be welcomed back. 


Opponents of amnesty raise the 


argument that any such gesture 
would be a disservice to the -10,000 
Americans who sacrificed their 
lives In Vietnam. They argue that 
those who ran when their nation 
called them should not be wel- 
comed back. Instead, they should 
be throun in jail, the argument 
goes. 


Indeed, for those who left there's 


an unfulfilled obligation of service 
to this country. Alternative ser- 
vice, in which those persons could 
help this nation help itself in a va- 
riety of ways, would be a way for 
these men to meet their obliga- 
tions. 


For those Americans who now 


live in Canada and want to come 
home — and we realize there arc 
many who would not accept any 
form of amnesty — the war has 
really not ended. 


But for them, the generosity of 


this nation should be extended (al- 
though such a view is not shared at 
this point by President Richard 
Nixon). We've always welcomed, 
with reasonable restrictions, immi- 
grants to our shares. It is now time 
that we xvclcomc back some of our 
own.

End Olympic politics 


The 1076 Olympic Games, sched- 


uled to be held In Montreal, "will 
be a prime target for political dem- 
onstrations and violence," warns 
Harry Edwnrds of the University 
of California. 


Not only Is there simmering 


French Canadian unrest in Quebec, 
says the Berkeley sociologist, but 
other tensions could erupt, such as 
those existing between the British 
and the Irish, among African ra- 
cial antagonists, as well as the con- 
tinuing hatred between Israel and 
the Arab states. 


The survival of the games is en- 


dangered both by the political ac- 
tivities of contending countries and 
those of athletes themselves, who 
use the Olympics as a stage for 
symbolic demonstrations. 


"If the Olympics are to be saved, 


it would seem that the most logical 
step to take would be the dcpoliti- 
cizing of the games," he writes in a 
recent Issue of Intellectual Digest. 
"An obvious effort toward this end 
would be curtailing the flying of 
national flags and the playing of 
national anthems. 


"Indeed." he continues, "given 


the 
principles of the Olympic 


Games, it would seem appropriate 
that once every four years people 
from all corners of the world 
should come together under one 
Olympic flag, clothed in one Olym-

pic uniform and pay allegiance to 
one anthem in affirmation that, de- 
spite a troubled world, all mankind 
belongs to one human race." 


He concedes that "dcpolitic- 


izing" the Olympics would not be 
simple. It tins gotten to the point 
where each host nation feels com- 
pelled to "put on the most opulent 
Olympic spectacle ever" as proof 
of the superiority of its political, 
economic and social philosophies. 


It is difficult to gainsay Ed- 


wards. How many of us, encour- 
aged by the very way the games 
arc structured as well as by the 
way they are reported, count gold 
medals to see which nation "won" 
the Olympics, forgetting that the 
awards arc meant to honor the ac- 
complishments of individual athlet- 
es in competition with other indi- 
vidual athletes in each particular 
sport. 


There is probably little chance 


that this unfortunate distortion of 
the purpose of the Olympics will 
have changed by 1076, or that a 
common uniform, common flag 
and 
common anthem will 
be 


adopted. 


We can hope, however, that a 


troubled world will have prog- 
ressed enough by then so that we 
will never again witness the horror 
that was visited upon the Olympics 
In Munich last year. 


In regards to your editorial on abor-

people who arc for abortions instead of 
those who arc opposed 


I realize that there will always be 


some people who arc against it, but I 
also feel that I am not telling these 
people how to run their lives and they 
should not tell me how to run mine.

So much has been written on tho sub- 


ject of abortion that I hesitate to add to 
the list for fear of being repetitive. Betsy 
Breaker's excellent article summed it all 
up quite well. Yet I feel obligated to 
recount what I experienced In Germany 
20 years ago, because this also has to do 
with the murder of defenseless human 
beings- 


My tank pulled back during a lull In 


the fighting to look for a chow truck. We 
found one, but to reach It we had to walk 
across a field where there were perhaps 
100 freshly exhumed bodies. This we did 
and we could sec that there were no mili- 
tary personnel among the dead but only 
old people, probably Jewish, and they 
were all executed We reached the chow 
truck, but by this time we were not 
too hungry, so we decided to walk Into 
tho town which was right on the edge of 
this field. Apparently we were the first 
Americans actually to walk Into town, 
because there was Indeed a reception 
committee headed by the burfiermclster 
himself, and they were walking out to 
meet us They were dressed hi their fi- 
nest clothes, and had been waiting for 
days for someone to walk Into town. It 
was most Important to them that some- 
one should hear their story, and this was, 
of course, that they were completely 
powerless to stop the executions. The 
Gestapo would have shot anyone right on 
the spot If there were the slightest mur- 
mur of protest. 


I am not sure I fully believed those 


townspeople at that time, but today I sec 
a similar situation In America, and I am 
beginning to understand. The only differ- 
ence is that the intellectually elite prob- 
lem solvers In Germany, who saw fit to 
eliminate certain people, were the Ges- 
tapo. They wore uniforms and they were 
easy to recognize. Hero In America these 
same problem solvers do not near any 
uniform, but occasionally some will wear 
the robes of a judge. 


There will be no liberating army com- 


ing to save us from our ruthless leaders, 
unless perhaps Jesus Christ decides that 
this Is the time to come back to earth. 
And If he docs, will we crawl to him and 
beg him to hear our story on how we 
were unable to stop abortion, just as 
those German townspeople crawled to 
my tank crew? How convincing would 
any of us sound? After all, we do not 
have a Gestapo in this country, and ue 
still are allowed to speak out and write 
letters. 


If just 10 per cent of the residents of 


any community would write letters to 
their local newspaper simply protesting 
the proposed mass murder that Is about 
to occur In this country, then I am sure 
that.our elite problem solvers would re-

NEW YORK (UPI) - One minute one 


of America's oldest companies Is going 
down the tube; the next It's making mon- 
ey. 


How can It happen? 
In tho case of ItMW Industries of 


Stamford, Conn, (formerly tho Hamilton 
Watch Co.) the turnaround came because 
Jerome W. Bobbins was brought aboard 
as chairman and chief executive officer 
In January, 1871, to do away with the red 
Ink. A gut feeling about a new product, • 
willingness to gamble on bringing It to 
market and some tough cost-cutting 
moves made HMW well. 


Bobbins, who had been-with Elgin, Bu- 


lova. Omega and Brunswick Corp. of Chi- 
cago, Inherited a very sick company. It 
was In the process of reporting an oper- 
ating loss of $23.6 million. It owed $36 
mllltion to American and Swiss banks. It 
was losing money In IS plants and facil- 
ities In the United States and abroad. In- 
ventories were large. It even was losing 
money on military contracts. 


"It was a total disaster," Bobbins told 


UPI In a telephone Interview, 


DRASTIC action was called, for and 


Bobbins took It. He dumped everything 
that couldn't contribute to a profitable 
operation In the near term. He sold some 
facilities to the Army. He consolidated 
product lines. Ho cut the payroll from 
3.000 to 1,800. 


After alt this pruning and penny-pinch- 


ing, Bobbins turned around and gambled 
$1 million on an untested, Incomplete 
product neither his directors nor his 
banks liked. It was the Pulsar electronic 
timepiece. 


Pulsar, which has no moving parts, 


had a built-in computer module pro- 
grammed to keep time to an accuracy of 
one minute per year. It has no dial face 
or hour hands. It flashes a time readout 
on a synthetic ruby screen with the touch 
of a button. 


To get money for the Pulsar project 


and also to get rid of some expensive 
traditional watch operations, Bobbins 
formed a partnership with Aetos Watch, 
S.A., wholly owned subsidiary of Society 
Sulsso Pour L'Industrio Horlogero, A.A. 
It freed about 13.5 million for HMW and 
gave SSIH 17 per cent of the Hamilton 
Watch Co. subsidiary with an option to 
buy up to 51 per cent. 


"Yes, Pulsar was a gamble," said 


Bobbins. "But my Instincts told mo to go 
with it. Everything said It was a winner. 
It also was the only thing with pizazz 
available to the company."

DETROIT (UPI) High-speed auto- 


trains and electric urban cars may be 
way to Increase the number of private 
automobiles and travel In the United 
States in the face of a feared "energy 
crisis."

offered as alternatives to the prospect of 
gasoline rationing and higher fuel costs. 
They were advanced by Richard A. Rice 
of the Transportation Research Institute 
of Carnegie-Mellon University in a report 
to the Society of Automotive Engineers 
(SAE).

Everybody, young and old alike, will 


be digging deeper into their pockets to 
pay Medicare costs In the months ahead, 
if the administration can push its present 
plans past Congress and — one would 
think — a few million outraged Elder 
citizens. 


Wage earners already arc paving 


double what they did last year Into funds 
earmarked for Medicare, through In- 
creased Social Security taxes — euphe- 
mistically referred to by some as "con- 
tributions." 


And In the coming fiscal year, the 65- 


and-ovcr will be asked to help shore up 
the federal budget by paying more than 
twice as much In out-of-pocket hospital 
costs. 


That's because Medicare payments 


would be reduced by some $1 billion a 
year, under the President's recently pro- 
posed budget — requiring, of course, 
Medicare beneficiaries to make up tho 
Jl-bllllon saving out of their own pockets. 


ALREADY out of pocket, since Jan. 1, 


are all the wage and income earners cov- 
ered by Social Security. The portion of 
the tax allocated to Medicare exactly 
doubled In 1973 — from $54 to $108 — for 
those earning $10,800 or more. For oth- 
ers, It's 1 per cent of their earnings. 


Medicare beneficiaries, who already 


have received the news of an Increase In 
the monthly premium they pay for "Part 
B" supplementary medical coverage, 
would In addition be paying $200 of the 
costs of on overage hospital stay, as 
compared to the present $72. 


This latter feature of the President's 


budget, however, requires congressional 
approval. Strong opposition Is expected 
from organized senior citizen groups, 
and many members of Congress. 


One of tho promises on which Presi- 


dent Nixon campaigned — a plan for re- 
ducing the property tax burdens of retir- 
ees — did not appear in the budget. 


SOME WASHINGTON officials 
are 


quoted as seeing In tho budget a plot to 
"raid" the Social security trust funds — 
by fattening the funds, which could then 
bo pumped Into tho federal coffers for 
g e n e r a l expenditures. Administration 
spokesmen deny this. 


Taxes for each of the Social Security 


programs, Including Medicare, go Into 
Individual trust funds, which by law can 


be tapped only to pay out benefits In that, 
particular program — but such legal ni- 
ceties haven't deterred the handling of 
funds In Washington recently. 


In his news conference shortly after re- 


lease of the budget, tho President said: 
"The general Interest of this country, 
whether it bo rich or poor or old, Is don't 
break the family budget by raising the 
taxes or raising prices.. .1 will not be for 
programs that.. .put a bigger burden on 
the already overburdened American tax- 
payer." 


On the other hand, it's apparently 


thought that a llttlo overburdening, In 
some cases, might be a good thing. On 
the point of the sharp Increases In costs 
to be borne by some 23-million Medicare 
beneficiaries, administration officials ar- 
gued that "Increases in out-of-pocket ex- 
penses will make recipients of Medicare 
benefits cost-conscious." 


That It certainly would do.

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Dear Dr. Lamb — I hate a problem of 


overweight and my doctor advised me 
that my cholesterol is okay but that I 
have high Irlglyccrldes. Asa result, I've 
been put on a low carbohydrate diet. 


My questions arc: What are trlglyce- 


rides? Are they a forever thing or when 
the weight loss Is accomplished will they 
Improve, lessen or disappear? Can you 
tell me when I can get a booklet on low 
carbohydrate planning? 


All I've been able to get so far Is a 


listing of foods with the carbohydrate 
content In grams. How many grams a 
day are allowed on such a diet? Cutting 
out potatoes, pastas, and iwwta Is not 
difficult but what In the world can one 
substitute for bread? 


I've been doctoring for high blood pres- 


sure for the past 10 years. 


Dear Header — Cinfuslon about cho- 


lesterol Is rampant. Doctors measure the 
colcstcrol level as an Index of the num- 
ber of fatty particles In the blood stream. 
The fatty particles called llpoprotclns 
are associated with atherosclerosis, or 
hardening of the arteries, and are really 
made of cholesterol, a blood protein, and 
the fats called triglyccrldes. 


Most of the fato are carried In the 


bloodstream In the chemical form of 
Irlgylcerides. They are basically a com- 
bination of glycerol, which chemically Is 
an alcohol, and three fatty acids, hence 
the term trlglyccrlde. The ratio of cho- 
lesterol and triglyccrldes within the fatty 
particles vary and this cxpalns why a 
person can have a fairly normal choles- 
terol but can have high triglyccrldes. In- 
cidentally, the cholesterol values are 
quite satisfactory In testing most men 
but ore not quite as good a measurement 
for women as far as correlation with 
heart disease Is concerned. 


There just Isn't a good substitute for 


bread that doesn't also contain carbohy- 
drates. 


PARTICULARLY since you have high 


blood pressure, the most Important thing 
you can do Is to eliminate all of your 
excess weight, or fat deposits. That 
moans cutting lown on your total ca- 
lorics. I know It's hard to find a source 
of Information on the calorics of carbohy- 
drates, fats, and proteins In the various 
foods and that most people who have 
heart problems or diet problems need 
such Information. This Is the main rea- 
son that I wrote the book "What You 
Need To Know About Food and Cooking 
For Health" (published by Viking Press, 
625 Madison Avenue, New York, New 
York 10022; price $10). It has tables 
that Include almost all of the common 
food Items that people use and all tho 
values are expressed In calories, not 
grams, for carbohydrates, fat, and pro- 
teins, as well as the cholesterol content 
of tho various foods. This Is the only 
source I know of that provides this kind 
of Information In a usable form for tho 
public In calorics as opposed to grams,

"It was 
luch a small-scale operation that not 
many people knew It even existed," he 
said. "Bui we got a break from the na- 
tional organisation who let us run the 
Midwest Gymnastics Championships (the 
largest open meet In the nation) five or 
six years ago. We did such a whit-bang 
Job that now we're one of the first places 
they call to conduct the big rants. 


The IHSGCA's reputation for running 


first-class programs has developed 
world-wldo acclaim. First the Bulgarians 
visited American soil at Waukcgan High 
School In 1969 and then the Incompa- 
rable Japanese unveiled a dazzling dis- 
play of talent at Northwcstcrn's McGaw 
Hall one year ago. 


Then came the United States Olympic 


Trials at Maine West High School last 
summer and now the Hungarians, who 
fared one position better than the U.S. In 
the Munich Marvel, will be the area's 
guests for two nights of competition at 
Maine West Friday and Saturday. 


"Wo arc always striving to enrich the 


sport In this state," Selvig said. "This 
meet will give our kids an opportunity to 
watch the Hungarians and see what 
tricks and routines tnoy throw over 
there. Apparently they're better than 
ours, but not by much. Our Olympic 
team finished right behind them." 


The Hungarians will send both a men's 


and women's team to face American col- 
legians Gary Morava (Kersey grad), 
Dave Butiman, Jim Ivlcek. Ted Marti, 
Drent Simmons and Charlie Wanner. 


The internationally-visiting girls will 


challenge Debbie Hill, Connie Israel, 
Donna Payton, Diane Grayson, Nancy 
Thles and Roxanne Pierce. 


AH events arc optional and arc sched- 


uled so that the men's floor exercise, 
tide horse and still rings and women's 
vaulting and uneven parallel bars will be 
featured Friday and the men's vaulting, 
parallel bars and high bar and the wom- 
en's beams and floor exercise In the ex- 
travaganza's windup on Saturday. 


"We're always proud to help sponsor 


and host a meet of this significance," 
Selvig said. "We've got even bigger and 
better things planned for the future.

CHICAGO'S McCOU.MICK Place, in 


spile of the fact that I personalty abhor 
Its location, Is a most impressive edifice. 


As for attractiveness, It ranks right 


alongside the "Inn" at Illinois Beach 
State Park for the ugliness award. And 
like the latter, McCormlck Place, or any 
other place for that matter, has no busi- 
ness taking up beautiful lakefront prop- 
erty. 


But onco you're Inside Its walls, you 


tend to realize that while It may be an 
Unattractive building In the wrong loca- 
tion, It Is a fine exhibition center. 


Currently on display (hero Is the .Chi- 


cago Boat and SporU Show and It Is cer- 
tainly worth seeing. 


There's to much lo tee at the show, 


thai you will he doing yourself a dlt- 
senrlce If you try lo cram It In between a 
dinner and a movie. The Chicago Boat 
ami Sports Show this year Is a complete 
afternoon or evening In Itielf. 


Publicist Ed Smason, notes that tho 


name of the show this year Includes the 
word "sports" to Indicate that besides 
boats, you'll bo able to seo a complete 
range of camping and outdoor equip- 
ment. And ho Is right, as usual. There 
may be more campers and recreational 
vehicles on display at McCormlck Place 
than thcro were at tho recent RV show 
at Arlington Park. 


But the boats ore still the main attrac- 


tion. There's everything from ocean-go- 
ing yachts ("if you have to ask how 
much ... you can't afford It . . .") to 
tiny Inflatable dinghys. 


Among tho 500 boats, that represent 


every major manufacturer of anything 
that floats, are several (tick-outs. 


Although you probably won't buy It. 


you will see the ultimate bass boat. It 
begins with a Terry Bats 18H (eet hull 
and from there the "accessories" build 
unlit It now bears a 120,000 price 
tag. 


Every device anyone ever thought about 
to catch ban. short of hand grenades. Is 
on the boat. A swiftly moving rumor has' 
It that the manufacturer was offered Ihe 
full price for the boat during the flnl 
day of exhibit. But he wouldn't sell. One 
of them Is cnuy. 


More sensible, but still expensive, Is 


the 28-foot Land "N Sea Craft This beau- 
tiful boat Is a trallerablc houseboat, ex- 
cept forget everything you ever thought 
about houseboats, because this one Is the 
lap of luxury. What's most Important, 
other than the deluxe appointments. Is 
that it Is reportedly easily trallerablc, 
launches and retrieves almost casually, 
and is completely self-contained. With 
special high speed trailer (tow It with 
any full-slie car with "tow package") It 
tags at about $17,000. 


There are a couple of additions to the 


style of boat that Is designed to be a 
combination camper/boat. This is a most 
difficult combination, but two manufac- 
turers, Cruisers, Inc., and Fibre Form, 
have made expert tries. The boats, gen- 
erally In the 11 to 22 foot range, with 
stern drive, have a "cutty" cabin for- 
ward, which contains a galley and the 


helm. The boat widens toward the stern 
Into a roomy 8-foot width. Tho stern sec- 
tion, then, can be completely enclosed 
with tight, zipper covers to provide com- 
fortable quarters. It's trallcrable, natu- 
rally. 


All of the other manufacturers of 


boats, large and small, are there, exhib- 
iting the most sensible and traditional 
boots which comprise some 90 per cent 
of the market. And, as always, there are 
a number of dealer exhibits, where en- 
terprising salesmen ore offering tho ear- 
ly-bird shoppers pretty substantial "show 
discounts." 


After you've struggled through all the 


boa Is, be sure to spend some time In the 
mammoth camping exhibit. Besides the 
motorhomes and travel trailers, you'll 
see plenty of camping equipment. Stop at 
tho Travel Kitchen display and see their 
"travel kitchen" for campers. It stores 
all the equipment needed outdoor* . . . 
food, utensils, pots, pans, etc. It has ad- 
justable shelves and even a paper towel 
dispenser. 


WM Distributing Co., of Chicago, is 


showing the first production model of 
what they term a completely pollution- 
free recreational vehicle. The PPV 
(People Powered Vehicle), Is a good- 
looking little three-wheel car that you 
pedal like a bike. It has three speeds and 
can travel up to 30 mph, with two people 
pedalling. Behind the bucket seats is 
space for groceries or a couple of small 
children.

the hospital's Service League. The mon- 
ey will be used to completely underwrite 
the cost of the hospital's new radiation 
therapy center. 


"The Service League Is pleased to 


make this commitment toward the total 
expansion program of the hospital," said 
Mrs. Robert BJork, Service League presi- 
dent. "It Is another effort on the part of 
the Service League to serve Lutheran 
General and the community." 


A plaque honoring tho Service League 


has been erected nt the entrance to the 
radiation therapy center. Tho center was 
officially dedicated last November. 


"On behalf of the entire community, 


the trustees of Lutheran General express 
thanks to the Service League for this 
wonderful gift. This Is the largest gift the 
hospital has received and is one of the 
largest gifts ever made by a volunteer 
organization. "It is deeply appreciated," 
said Robert Wllkcns, chairman of the 
board of trustees. 


FUNDS FOR the $675,000 pledge arc 


raised by the 1,000 member organization 
through a gift shop, snack shop, a thrift 
shop and through special projects. 


"To date $350,000 has been paid on the 


pledge," Mrs. Bjork explained. "A large 
portion of this was raised during the pe- 
riod Mrs. George Scllke was president." 


The radiation therapy center is housed 


In a new building on the east side of the 
hospital. Treatment facilities Include a 
six million electron volt linear accelera- 
tor (the first in the area), a thcratron 80 
cobalt machine, an cldorado cobalt unit 
and an orthovoltago X-ray machine. Also 
included are examining rooms, controls 
area, treatment programming room and 
other facilities. 


Currently 85 patients a day are being 


treated In tho new facility. Cancer is the 
nation's No 2 health problem, striking 
an estimated 36,000 patients a year in 
Illinois. An estimated 50 per cent of can- 
cer patients can benefit from radiation 
therapy.

Deir Dorothy: As you know, food 


"budgets" these days are Just exercises 
In deficit financing. Like others, I've 
tried cost-cutting by serving poultry 
made every which way. But you tire of 
that. Frozen flounder is still a good buy, 
but my recipes fail a bit short of making 
It something "special." Might you have 
one?-ElileP. 


Maybe. I've footed around with ways 


to dress up flounder and finally arrived 
at one that pleases us, at least. The 
thawed fillets arc put on a greased bak- 
ing sheet with soft margarine spread on, 
along with a sprinkling of reconstituted 
lemon juice. 


While the fish Is broiling (you have 


to watch so It Just gets brown), a sauce- 
pan Is greased with margarine and three 
pieces of American cheese and two tea- 
spoonfuls of half-and-half ore put In — to 
melt on low heat. Then I add a smidgen 
of curry powder, a bit of lemon Juice 
concentrate and enough half-and-half to 
make the sauce easily pourable. By this 
time the fish la browned and ready to be 
put on a platter and the sauce Is poured 
over It. Warmed up, It makes a good left- 
over for lunch the next day.

Other sources note that it may have 


originated with the Roman feast of Lu- 
pcrcalla, observed on Feb. IS. Young 
men drew the names of Roman maidens 
from a largo urn and each man courted 
the girl whose name he had drawn. Ac- 
cording to other historians, the Luper- 
calla was quite a swinging affair. 


At any rate, early Christian pastors 


wanted to abolish what they called "this 
lewd system of the heathen" and substi- 
tuted the names of the saints for the 
names of girls. Their efforts met with 
little success and St. Valentine's Day re- 
mained more closely associated with 
love than with religion. 


Tho earliest known English valentine, 


now preserved In the British Museum, is 
dated 1415 It is a message written by 
Charles, Duke of Orleans, while he was 
Imprisoned In the Tower of London. By 
the lime of Shakespeare, Valentine's Day 
was a wcll-rccognlzcd holiday and Is 
mentioned In his works. 


IN AMEIUCA, valentines probably ar-

rived with the Pilgrims. Before he even 
left for America, John Wlnthrop, first 
governor of the Massachusetts Bay Colo- 
ny, mentioned valentines In a 1629 letter 
to his wife. The oldest known valentines 
in this country were sent to the colonists 
from their friends in Europe. 


Early valentine-making was a do-it- 


yourself project. Closed In by winter, 
many a young man spent many on hour 
making a special valentine, which was 
sometimes sent as a proposal of mar- 
riage. Valentines tended to be quite 
elaborate and beautifully Illustrated, Cut- 
outs were popular, as were silhouettes, 
and the Germans who settled In Pennsyl- 
vania were noted for valentines with fan- 
cy cutout work. Sometimes, too, they 
used pins to prick out lacy designs, 
which are much treasured by collectors 
today. After about 1820, books called 
"valentine writers" were sold. These of- 
fered a choice of "many different verses 
that the love-lorn valentine makers could 
copy.

soon available. An outstanding suc- 
cess in the field, and ono of the first 
American women to achieve business 
success, was Esther Howland of Mas- 
sachusetts. Esther received a lacy valen- 
tine from England in 1847, the same year

that she graduated from Mount Holyoke 
College. She persuaded her father, a 
stationer and bookseller, that she could 
make her own to sell and he ordered spe- 
cial materials for her from England. In 
one of the earliest versions of an assemb- 
ly line, Esther recruited her friends to 
help her at home and gave each one one 
task In the valentine-making process. 
Business was so good that Esther later 
bought machinery and built sales up to 
more than $100,000 a year. 


She also sold Christmas cords and oth- 


er holiday favors. Perhaps her fanciest 
creation was a May basket that sold for 
$10. The young lady who received it re- 
fused to marry the man who spent his 
money so foolishly! Though not the first 
to make valentines in this country, Miss 
Howland Is said to have been the first to 
create the English type of hand-deco- 
r a t e d valentine in quantity com- 
mercially.

board could then review enrollments at 
the two high schools to determine whc- 
•thcr to shift all Cambridge students back 
to Wheeling. 

DIS T It IC T enrollment projections 
show that If Cambridge Is included In 
the Buffalo Grove area, Buffalo Grove 
will be overcrowded by 500 students by 
the 1975-78 school year and Wheeling will 
be under capacity by the same amount. 


Board member Richard Greenfield 


said he supported Erlckson's proposal as 
long as students who chose to. start at 
Buffalo Grove were given the chance to 
graduate there no matter what decisions 


arc made later. 


Greenfield said the enrollment projec- 


tions are not certain and added, "What- 
ever board considers this problem in two 
years will have better numbers than we 
do." 


Board member Jack1 Matthews, how- 


ever, said he disagreed with the proposal 
because "I feel we're postponing a deci- 
sion that some other board would have to 
make." 


BOARD MEMBER Gene Artemcnko 


added, "We have an obligation to all the 
people in the district not to overload ono 


• school because of a problem we hove. If 
we were to provide an option to Cam- 
bridge now knowing we'll have to change 
It In two years It wouldn't bo fair."

The 
new system, he said, will allow instruc- 
tors to dally evaluate the student's prog- 
ress toward achieving the objectives 
rather than condensing an entire grading 
period Into one letter grade at the end.

and encourage parents to come In and 
discuss their child's academic work 
more often.

A nearby 61-acrc site known as the 


Wagner parcel Is also to be developed 
with 284 tounhousc condominiums. It is 
located south of Aptaklsic Road and east 
of Arlington Heights Road. 


Based on Campbell's figures, about 161 


kindergarten through fifth grade students 
plus 76 sixth through eighth-grade stu- 
dents will be added to the district by the 
two developments. 


THE POSSIBLE alternatives for build- 


Ing the necessary school were agreed on 
Monday night by the board and Camp- 
bell. Any of the options will satisfy the 


Buffalo Grove resolution that requires 
developers to donate land or cash to lo- 
cal school districts to offset the tax Im- 
pact of their projects. 


As one alternative, Levitt agreed to do- 


nate an 11-ncrc school site on the south- 
west corner of the Wagner parcel. The 
school board indicated they probably 
won't accept the site because only about 
five acres of the land is bulldablc. The 
rest of the site lies in floodploln. 


Levitt also agreed to contribute cosh 


Instead of the 11-ncrc site or to donate 
the five usable acres of the property and 
cither give the district five more acres 
somewhere else or money to buy the 
land. There are several acres of property 
between the two parcels that might be 
purchased to provide at least 10 acres 
needed for a school. 


The alternatives will be specified in the 


annexation agreement with Levitt and 
the village. This will allow the annexa- 
tion procedure to continue while the 
school board considers the school situ- 
ation. The board agreed to make a deci- 
sion within the next three months. 


Campbell said Levitt hopes the proj- 


ects will be approved by the village 
board before then. 


Dlst. 214 study will be made by 10 com- 
mittees which will investigate such 
things as enrollment projections, facil- 
ities, staffing needs and curriculum. 
Each committee will study a specific 
area and report to a steering committee 
made up of members of the Dlst. 214 and 
elementary district boards. 


The state money will be used to hire 


expert consultants to work with the com- 
mittees doing the study, Gilbert said. 


"The results of the study will be made 


available to the school boards without 
recommendation," 
Gilbert said. He 


added, "We haven't thought of this as a 
preparation for a feasibility study to 
form a unit district and you won't find 
the term unit district used anywhere In 
our proposal." 


The study now underway in Dist. 59 is 


studying three specific sets of boundaries 
for what could bocome a unit district. 
The committee working on the bound- 


aries expects to make a report this 
spring recommending whether a petition 
to form a unit district should be filed for 
one of the proposed units. 


THE UNIT districts being studied In 


Dlst. 59 could result In anywhere from 
one to four high schools being removed 
from the jurisdiction of Dist. 214. 


If a petition is filed to form a unit dis- 


trict in the Elk Grove area, hearings, 
will be held by the county superintendent 
and the petition will be reviewed by the 
state superintendent. If both those offi- 
cials approve the petition, residents of 
the proposed unit will vote in a referen- 
dum whether they want a unit district.

ILLINOIS — (UPI) — Supremo Court 


Justice Thomas E. Kluczynskl agreed 
yesterday to consider an appeal filed by 
the state attorney general from a deci- 
sion of a lower court that confirmed 1973 
race season dates fixed by the Illinois 
Racing Board.

J. Scott, said the state derived annual 
tax revenues of more than $50 million 
from racing and "therefore the Issues to 
be decided are of significant public Inter- 
est." 


On Jan. 31 Circuit Court Judge Robert 


J. Downing upheld original dates set by 
the racing board. He ruled In a suit 
brought by Scott that said that the board 
Improperly granted a harness racing 
date to two organizations controlled by 
former race board chairman William S. 
Miller. 


Miller has appeared as a witness in the 


racetrack stock bribery trial of former 
Illinois Gov. Otto Kerner. 


Fred F. Herzog, an assistant attorney 


general, argued that the racing board 
"flagrantly Ignored the law" In granting 
the dates. 
• Kluczynskl said he would talk to other 
members of the court and notify the per- 


sons Involved In the appeal whether the 
Supreme Court will hear the case. Ho set 
March 15 as a tentative hearing date. 


The justice said that If the case ran 


through the appellate court route it 
would take so long that the question of 
1973 race dates would be moot.

Student honored for pollution study

Curiosity pays for Edward Passen, se- 


nior at Maine East High School. Last 
month he became one of 14 high school 
students in Illinois eligible for com- 
petition in a .nation-wide contest for 
$67,500 In scholarships. 


An honors student in science, Passen 


has been concerned with the problems of 
pollution and began research and ex- 
periments on a pollution project three 
years ago. That project, the effect of 
phosphate detergents on algae, was cho- 
sen for the Westinghouse science talent 
search. Passen didn't win the monetary 
prize, but he is still honored by being one 
of 300 students In the nation who quali- 
fied for the contest 


Passen is enrolled in the science semi- 


nar at Maine East, a three-year science i 
program for exceptional science stu- 


dents. The program'is .designed to pre- 
pare students.for college programs and 
consists of three years of project work. 
To enroll in the seminar a student must 
be In the upper five per cent of his class. 


SIMPLE curiosity is the reason Passen 


says he's interested hi science. For in- 
stance, he read some articles on deter- 
gent pollution when he was a sophomore 
and decided to do his three-year science 
seminar project on that topic. After a 
year of research and on the advice of his 
teacher, Passen dropped the-detergent 
project because it appeared to be too dif- 
ficult to carry out. Ed began a new proj- 
ect, but during the summer vacation he 
decided he hod to do the original project 
or nothing. "It still bugged me," he said. 


The project, entitled, "Eutrophlcation 


of America's Waters,", consists of ex- 
periments with eight plastic bowls of nu- 


trient solutions with varying-amounts of 
blue-green .algae and phosphates. Deter- 
gents are v added'to the solutions, the'1 
changes in the growth rate of the algae • 
are recorded and growth probability sta- 
tistics are calculated by computer. • 


Passen found that when a,phosphate 


detergent Is added to algae growing in a • 
non-phosphate solution, the growth rate 
of the algae increases only slightly. Al- 
,gne growing in a phosphate solution 
grows at an Increased rate when a phos- 
phate detergent is added. 
" ' 


PHOSPHATES ' are nutrients, which 


plants use as food to grow,-said Passen,; 
Almost all lakes In the nation have some 
phosphates. Too many phosphates added 
to the water by detergents and other 
sources can cause algae to grow at a 
fantastic rate. The supply of oxygen runs' 
out when too many plants.grow In.one 
area. They die and decay, causing.'poUu- 


Uon. About 15 per cent of the lakes in the 
U.S. are polluted in this way, Lake Erie 
Is one of them, said Ed. 
. 


Passen chose phosphates for research 


because they are a common nutrient in 
the earth's environment Unlike other 
common nutrients, like carbon and nitro- 
gen, phosphates aren't recycled through 
the atmosphere but remain in the soil 
and tho water. Blue-green algae is one of 
the four most common types of algae in 
areas of pollution and was chosen for 
Possen's experiments for that reason. 


Passcn's favorite Interest in high 


school has been biology and be plans to 
continue in that field at the University of 
Illinois in Champaign'next fall. He hopes ' 
to take some special interest courses in 
college, do some blotogtcaTresearch and 
maybe prepare, for medlcal'schooi. He is

IStO S Wolf Rd. and 981 Oakton St. from 
residential to commercial use. 


Property owners near the Touhy Ave- 


nue site — planned for construction of a 
four-story office building — may use a 
little-known state law to help block the 
petition of Leo Zarl of Golf, III, Larry 
Nocscn, of 166S Touhy, and E. D. Rcchcl. 


"You 
should tell these people that It 


will take a tuo-thlrds council vote to 
pass If 20 per cent of the adjacent home- 
on nors sign petitions," said Carmen Sar- 
lo, a 6th Ward aldcrmanlc candidate 


"WHY IIASNT the city adopted a 


comprehensive 
plan?" 
Sarlo 
asked 


"This properly Is zoned residential. If 
they had n plan. It never would change " 


In March 1963, the city contracted for 


a $90,000 comprehensive plan to Indicate 
zoning throughout the city. Six years lat- 
er, In April 1971, Rolf Campbell & Associ- 
ates completed the study. A year late, the 
plan was referred to the municipal devel- 
opment committee which has met twice 
and has not recommended a council vote. 


Campbell, and former Aid. Ralph Mar- 


tin, appeared Monday as "expert wit- 
nesses" and testified that commercial 


zoning was "best" use of the property. 


"Wo don't want a four-story office 


building In our backyards," Steven GI- 
rard, of 1724 Estcs, said. ''If this goes up, 
the whole neighborhood Is shot." 


Glrnrd said 157 homeowners petitioned 


against the rczoning. "Out they (the 
council) don't listen to anybody." 


"Tlin CITY'S zoning board of appeals 


ruled against rczoning in July 1969 after 
the Iroquois Civic Association and Or- 
chard Place Homeowners Association ob- 
jected, claiming the proposed rczoning 
would be incompatible with surrounding 
residential use. 


The property owners again petitioned 


for rczoning Jan. 23. Tho proposed build- 
Ing, \vlth 126 parking spaces, would cost 
about $600,000. 


The zoning board ruled throe weeks

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Teachers plan 
union linkup

Teachers at East Maine School Dlst. 


63, who charged this week they have no 
real voice In determining school policies, 
plan to affiliate with a national teachers 
union. 


John Ziagos, vice president of the East 


Maine Education Association, the local 
teachers organization, yesterday said 
Dlst. 63 teachers arc protesting plans to 
trim the teaching staff next year. 


According to Henry O'Neill, president 


of the association, school officials plan to 
eliminate 30 teaching jobs in the 1973-74 
school year, with at least half the cut- 
backs at the junior high level. 


In a letter dated Monday to Supt. G. 


Allan Gogo, O'Neill said the association 
"strongly opposes and will protest any 
staff changes and reductions" because 
teachers were not consulted in the pro- 
posed cutbacks. 


The educational program at Dist. 63 


would be significantly altered by any 
such reduction in the staff, O'Neill said 
in the letter which was given to the news 
media. 


HE DEMANDED that Gogo answer 


eight questions about the cutbacks in 
writing within seven days. Teachers 
want to know the exact number of jobs to 
be eliminated, the reason for the reduc- 
tion, how the educational program will 
be revised, the use of teacher aides in 
the district, and the manner in which the 
public will be informed of staff and pro- 
gram changes. 


GORO denied yesterday that any deci- 


sion has been made by the school board 
on staff reductions but added, "that 
doesn't mean there won't." He said the 
enrollment in the district has decreased 
by more than 800 students in the last two 
years, causing a drop in state aid to Dist. 
63. No cutbacks In staff were made dur- 
ing that time, said Gogo. 


"We're going to have to reduce staff in 


light of reduced enrollments," said Gogo. 
"Tho district should have reduced staff 
last year and the year before that." For 
the past several years, the district has 
been operating on a deficit by borrowing 
money to supplement a tight budget, he 
sold 


If there is no cutback In the staff there 


will be a severe deficit during the 1973-74 
school year, said Gogo. "The district has 


no choice but to align its staff with re- 
duced enrollment," he said. 


Ziagos said 87 per cent of the teachers 


at Dist. 63 voted Feb. 7 to affiliate with a 
national teachers union. On Feb. 22, 
teachers will vote again to determine 
whether they will affiliate with the Na- 
tional Education Association and the Illi- 
nois Education Association or the Ameri- 
can Federation of Teachers and the Illi- 
nois Federation of Teachers. 


IF THE TEACHERS association does 


not get a response from Gogo on teacher 
cutbacks, said Ziagos, the teachers will 
hold coffee meetings with parents to in- 
form them of the pending changes in 
Dlst 63's educational program. 


Teachers don't want to be thought of 


as "troublemakers," said Ziagos. "We're 
not trying to cause any radical move- 
ment," he said. 


According to Gogo, the exact number 


of staff reductions has not been deter- 
mined. The board of education is now 
reviewing the matter, he said, and once 
the financial situation had been dis- 
cussed, "It was my Intention to hold a 
meeting with the East Maine Education 
Association " Gogo said the board was 
given information on projected enroll- 
ments and budgeting for next year only a 
week ago. Teachers are "jumping the 
gun" by sending letters of protest to 
school officials and newspaper, he said. 


Gogo said the majority of the cutbacks 


would be done through normal retire- 
ments at the end of the year but some 
teachers may be released from their con- 
tracts. The use of teacher aides in the 
classroom will be decided by the teach- 
ing staff, said Gogo. 


New lease for greenhouse site 


A new lease has been Issued to Martin 


Gocrger for rental of the greenhouse 
property at Friendship Park in DCS 
Plalncs. 


The eight-acre site Includes a green- 


house with a separate home. 


The Mount Prospect Park District, 


which owns the land, issued the new 
lease after Goerger requested a renewal 
of his lease until June, 1975 to that he 
could stay on the property until his chil- 
dren finish school.

Donna Farley and Patricia Bourkc 


could be called typical, young suburban 
wives and mothers with children and 
homes to care for — except that they arc 
also the chief authors of the "Com- 
prehensive Health Survey" for Elk 
Grove Village. 


The survey Has been praised by local, 


regional and stale agencies as a model 
study of a community's present and ex- 
pected health needs and the community's 
ability to meet these needs. 


The women became Involved In the 


survey as a result of their personal Inter- 
est In environmental problems and com- 
munity health. 


Mrs. Parley, 73 Walpole Rd., received 


her bachelor's degree In biology and did 
field work in Costa Rica. Shortly after* 
coming to Elk Grove Village four years 
ago, she was appointed to the village 
board of health. 


EARLY IN 1970, Jack Pohl, then vll- 


lagc president, had asked the board of 
health to prepare a report on the vil- 
lage's health care facilities. 


Whllo tho board considered Pahl's 


request, Mrs. Bourkc, 1331 Wosdalo Ave., 
was studying for her master's degree at 
Northern lUinlos University, majoring In 
community health. As a class project, 
she was assigned to do a report on the 
health of the community she lived In. She 
approached tho board of health to get 
Information needed for her report. 


The board found it could not provide 


an answer to Pahl's questions. A decision 
was made to form a committee to study 
the village's health problems and Mrs. 
Bourke agreed to work on the com- 
mittee. 


The committee was split Into two sub- 


committees. One subcommittee, chaired 
by Mrs. Farley, examined the effects of 
the environment as a factor In tho health 
of tho community. The second subcom- 
mittee, chaired by Mrs. Bourke, studied 
the health personnel and facilities avail- 
able to residents of Elk Grove Village. 


The subcommittees conducted Inter- 


views, did research and compiled data 
on different areas of study. Mrs. Farley 
and Mrs. Bourke then took the Informa- 
tion and rough drafts from tho other 
committee members, combined these 
with their own research and did the final 
writing on the survey. 


.•MIIS. tlOUKKE wrote the personal 


health section and the Introduction for 
the survey. Mrs. Farley did most of the

environmental section. They combined 
efforts on the governmental agencies and 
chclf recommendations sections. 


When they agreed to work on tho sur- 


vey, neither woman realized just how big 
an effort they were becoming Involved 
with. The final survey was a 300-page 
report detailing the village's present 
health standards and possible problems. 


Mrs. Bourkc's class project called for 


a minimum 25-page report. She said oth- 
er students were worried that they would 
not be able to get enough information to 
fill 25 pages. "I was ready to offer them 
50' or 75 pages from my report," she 
said. 


When she handed in a copy of the re- 


port to her Instructor at Northern Illi- 
nois, Mrs. Bourkc received an "A" In the 
course. 


Both women did most of their work at 


home. 


"The survey became a new member of 


the family," said Mrs. Bourke, "like a 
pet or something. It took up one whole 
bedroom that we had as a spare." 


When tho survey was finally finished, 


"our husbands were proud and re-

The High School Dlst. 214 Board has 


agreed to ball out the organization that 
bought lights for tho Elk Grove High 
School football field - if the financial 
confusion surrounding the deal can be 
untangled. 


In a series of moves Monday night, the 


board approved a contract that would 
have paid off the loon taken out by 
Green and Gold Lights Inc. to pay for the 
lights, agreed to write the check paying 
off the loan, rescinded both those actions, 
and then once again agreed to pay off 
the loan. 


Finally, assistant SupL Robert Weber 


was ordered to work with John Ray, 
president of the Elk Grove Boosters 
Club, on an arrangement through which 
the booster club can repay the school for 
balling out Green and Gold. 


The situation, as explained by Weber, 


Is that In 1969 Green and Gold Inc. pur- 
chased the lights with a loan at eight and 
one-half per cent Interest from the Bank 
of Elk Grove. The school district was to 
give tho corporation five payments of 
$3,200 each to pay off the'loan. At the 
same time, the boosters club was to do- 
nate five payments of $1,000 each to the 
school district. 


AT THIS POINT, Weber said, the

High Court agrees to hear 
appeal on '73 race dates 


ILLINOIS — (UPI) - Supreme Court 


Justice Thomas E. Kluczynski agreed 
yesterday to consider an appeal filed by 
the state attorney general from a deci- 
sion of a lower court that confirmed 1973 
race season dates fixed by the Illinois 
Racing Board. 


The appeal, filed by Ally. Gen. William 


J. Scott, said the state derived annual 
tax revenues of more than $50 million 
from racing and "therefore the Issues to 
be decided arc of significant public inter- 
est." 


On Jan. 31 Circuit Court Judge Robert 


J. Downing upheld original dates set by 
the racing board. He ruled In a suit 
brought by Scott that said that the board 
Improperly granted a harness racing 


date to two organizations controlled by 
former race board chairman William S. 
Miller. 


Miller has appeared as a witness In the 


racetrack stock bribery trial of former 
Illinois Gov. Otto Kcrncr. 


Fred F. Hcrzog, an assistant attorney 


general, argued that the racing board 
"flagrantly Ignored the law" in granting 
the dates. 


Kluczynski said he would talk to other 


members of the court and notify the per- 
sons Involved in the appeal whether tho 
Supreme Court will hear the case. He set 
March 15 as a tentative hearing date. 


The justice said that if the case ran 


through the appellate court route it 
would take so long that the question of 
1973 race dates would be moot.

Amendment to liquor law 
threatens night spots 


By a unanimous vote, the Lake County 


Board 
of Commissioners, yesterday 


passed an amendment to its liquor control 
ordinance that may impair the future op- 
eration of nightclubs like the Cheetah II 
In Half Day and Mr. Mori's in Round 
Lake. 


The amendment, passed by a 23-0 vote 


with one commissioner absent, makes It 
illegal to serve liquor In establishments 
that have nude dancing, live sex shows 
or stag films. The amendment is pat- 
terned after a recent U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling In a California case. 


The new regulation took effect at the 


time of passage yesterday and Imme- 
diately applied to last night's topless-bot- 
tomless show at both clubs. The ordi- 
nance puts enforcement responsibilities 
In the hands of the county's liquor com- 
mission, which may immediately start li- 
cense revocation proceedings when they 
determine a violation has occurred.

Half Day and Kcnosha, has threatened to 
challenge the legality of the amendment. 


DC Foor could not be reached for com- 


ment yesterday but has said earlier tho 
amendment, which docs not apply to the 
same entertainment taking place where 
pop, coffee or tea was served, would bo 
tested In court.

a woman will be running for an alder- 
manic scat In Rolling Meadows. She Is 
Mrs. Dean Wandcnce, a member of the 
toning board of appeals. 


Mrs. Wanders** filed her petition Fri- 


day to run In the 1st Ward against Aid. 
Merrill Wucrch. 


The announcement of her candidacy 


moans there will be only one Incumbent 
running unopposed April 17. He is 14-year 
veteran Aid. Thomas WaWron (2nd), the 
council's senior member who will be 
seeking his fourth full term. 
Races In other wards Include Aid. Steph- 
en Eberhard (3rd), to be opposed by 
Richard Nolan, Aid. Daniel Weber (4th), 
who Is being challenged by George Cor- 
ral, and Aid. Fred Jacobson (5th), whose 
opponent Is Bernard Macklln. 


Mrs. Wandcrsee, 3812 Slgwalt, has 


served on the,zoning board for a year 
after her appointment by Mayor Roland 
Meyer. She Is active in the city's Girl 
Scout program and is executive secre- 
tary of tho Community Cheat board of 
directors. 


MIIS. WANDERSEE has also worked 


for the city as a recording secretary at 
city council committee meetings. 


She has lived In Rolling Meadows with 


her husband, who is a member of tho 
city police force, and their four children 
for IB yean. 


In choosing to run, Mrs. Wandcrsco 


said her decision was Influenced by her 
involvement In city work. 


"I think probably my Interest and ex- 


perience In working with city govern- 
ment made mo decide to run," she said. 
"I've been thinking about it for some 
time." 


The fact that she is a woman will not 


bo a detriment to her candidacy, she 
said. In talking to residents In the 1st 
Ward, she sold she has encountered no 
opposition. Some residents have even 
pointed out advantages that she might 
have as a woman representative, she 
said. 


"For example, because I would be 


available during the day, I could repre- 
sent the city at daytime functions if nec- 
essary," she said. "I could devote more 
full time to It." 


Although her husband Is on the police

Rolling Meadows coffers stand to gain 


an additional $120,000 annually in sales 
tax rebates If a plan to construct a furni- 
ture store on Rohlwing Rood near Rte. 53 
and tho Chicago and North Western rail- 
road tracks is approved. 


Tho projection was made last night by 


representatives of the Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owners of the property. 
The corporation is attempting to secure 
the annexation of the ll-acre site to com- 
plete a long-term lease with tho Lcvltz 
Furniture Co., which plans to construct a 
showroom-warehouse facility on the site. 


Representatives of the corporation and 


the company appeared at a city council 
public hearing lost night to present the 
annexation plan.

SHELDON REITER, a representative

Annexation of roughly 60 acres to Hoff- 


man Estates for single-family homes was 
discussed at an "Informal" meeting of 
some village trustees Monday night.

Farm Bureau—53 and still growing

"A farm bureau won't last three years 


In Cook County." 


That was the common sentiment In 


1920 when the Cook County Farm Bureau 
was organized. 


Today. 53 years later, the Cook County 


Farm Bureau not only exists, but Is the 
largest In the state, boasting a member- 
ship of 8.200. 


And the lost time there was any talk of 


dissolving (he Cook County Farm Bureau 
was In 1925 when some wanted the coun- 
ty to be carved up and given to adjoining 
counties for farm bureau services. Lead- 
ers of the farm bureau held on. Now the 
Cook County Farm Bureau Is so sure of 
It* continued role In serving Cook County 
that It Is planning to construct a new fa- 
cility in Rolling Meadows. 


"We hate just outgrown our present 


facility," said Gordon Fox, executive 
secretory of the Cook County Form Bu- 
reau. When the farm bureau moved to its 
present Arlington Heights location at 201 
N. Dunton Ave. In 1934 there were five or 
six employes. There arc 20 farm bureau 
employes there now. 


GltOUND WILL be broken this spring 


for a new two-story building on the west 
side of Hicks Road, just north of Euclid 
Avenue In Rolling Meadows. Fox Is hope- 
ful the building will be ready for occu- 
pancy In the fall. The University of Illi- 
nois Cooperative Extension Service will 
share the building with the Cook County 
Farm Bureau and there will be addition- 
al office space for rent.

DESPITE Ihe demite of farmers as

Most people don't realize It but there 


are still 75,000 acres of land In cultiva- 
tion In Cook County, but mainly In the 
southern portion of the county, said Fox. 


And approximately SO per cent of the 


Cook County Farm Bureau's member- 
ship is made up of farmers. These arc 
tlio voting members of the bureau who 
have retained the control and guidance 
of the farm bureau. Many of the voting 


members don't actually farm In Cook 
County but own farms downstate and live 
In the county. 


THE OTHER members of the county 


farm bureau arc called associate mem- 
bers and they have no vote. These mem- 
bers usually join the farm bureau to take 
advantage of the commercial services it 
offers to members Including Insurance 
programs: 


The farm bureau system was original- 


ly organized to help farmers become 
more efficient producers and promote a 
more profitable system of agriculture. 


Over the years, the scope of the farm 


bureau has broadened. In addition to 
educational services, the farm bureau 
maintains a lobby both in Springfield and 
Washington, D.C. and offers commercial 
services to Its members. 


Three full time lobbyists represent the 


farmers In Springfield serving as watch 
dogs to head off legislation detrimental 
to agriculture and push for more favor- 
able legislation. The national association 
also maintains a full time lobby corps In 
Washington, D.C. to present a strong

The ordi- 
nance puts enforcement responsibilities 
In Ihe hondi of the county's liquor com- 
mission, which may immediately start li- 
cense rc\ oration proceedings when they 
determine a violation has occurred.

Country Companies Insurance 
now offers its members a complete line 
of Insurance. 


A second commercial service available 


to farmers Is the Lake-Cook Farm Sup- 
ply Co. This is a farmer's cooperative 
that makes seed, petroleum, garden sup- 
plies and other agricultural needs avail- 
able to farm bureau members at reduced 
prices. There are four stores in Cook 
County that farm members can purchase 
from. Farm bureau members become 
common stockholders of the cooperative 
and at the end of each fiscal year they 
receive a patronage refund based on the 
amount of supplies they purchased from 
the cooperative during the year. 


The farm bureau also maintains a 


sports program. This Includes bowling 
and softball tournaments.

Firm spends 
$15,000 after oil 
spill controversy 


An attorney for Addrcsjograph-Multi- 


graph Corp said yesterday that his com- 
pany has spent almost $15,000 to insure 
that no oil spill similar to the one that 
dumped oil into Weller Creek In October, 
1071, ever happens again. 


The attorney, Charles Chester, told a 


hearing officer from the Illinois Environ- 
mental Pollution Control Board that the 
company has spent one-half of the $15,000 
on the actual cleanup of the spill and 
one-half to Install a new sonic type of 
gauging device on the oil tank and locks 
on the Intakes 


Some 200 gallons of fuel oil spilled Into 


storm sewers underneath the Mulllgra- 
phlcs plant parking lot at 1800 W. Central 
Rd. Mount Prospect, Oct. 11, 1971 and 
mado Its way Into the creek the nut 
day. 


The Environmental Protection Agency 


filed a complaint against the company 
stating that the firm "caused or allowed 
oil to spill... so as to cause or tend to 
cause water pollution Into Weller Creek" 
allegedly In violation of a section of the 
Environmental Protection Act. Addrosso- 
graph-Multlgraph Corp. could face a fine 
of up to $10,000 plus $1,000 a day If found 
guilty of violating the law. 


IN DEFENDING the company's ac- 


tions, Chester said Multlgraphlcs ordered 
oil of the number six type (which Is al- 


most like tar). Because of a faulty fuel 
gauge, the tank being filled overflowed 
Into the parking lot, which contains a 
storm sewer. 


"The company immediately took steps 


to collect the oil and put a drying mate- 
rial on the parking lot," said Chester. 
"They were not aware that any of the 
oil had gone Into the storm sewer, how- 
ever," ho said. The oil did not appear In 
Weller Creek until after It had rained the 
next day, Chester said. 


"The evidence shows that very little oil 


got Into the DCS Plalncs River but oil did 
substantially coat the creek bank and the 
viaduct at the creek," said Chester. 


Outside of Installing the new devices, 


Chester said the company has also com- 
plied with Metropolitan Sanitary District 
officials'* requests to: 1) Install a new 
safety alarm system, 2) cap the drain on 
the storm sewer In the parking lot and 3) 
take any further measures necessary 
In the cleanup. 


In Its evaluation of the cleanup oper- 


ation, MSD officials stipulated to the 
EPA board that they considered the oil 
Incident an accident It also stipulated 
that the oil had left no residual damage. 


The EAP board Is expected to make a 


decision within the next two or three 
weeks on whether Addressograph-Multl- 
graph Corp. should be fined.

Plans for school district study OKd 


The High School Dlst. 214 board of edu- 


cation Monday approved plans for a 
study on school district organization to 
be completed by Feb. 1,1974. 


The board also agreed to ask the state 


school superintendent's office to provide 
$23,169 for the study, which would exam- 
ine organization of Dlst. 214 and all its 
feeder elementary districts. 


The study Is being planned In response 


to a feasibility study on unit school dis- 
tricts now under way hi Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dlst 59. A unit district would place 
the high schools and elementary schools 
under a single board of education and 
administration. 


Dist 214 and its underlying elementary 


districts aro now organized as dual dis- 
tricts, with separate boards and adminis- 
trations dealing with elementary and 
high schools. 


SUPT. EDWARD Gilbert explained the 


Dlst. 214 study will be made by 10 com- 
mittees which will investigate such 
things as enrollment projections, facil- 
ities, staffing needs and curriculum. 
Each committee will study a specific 
area and report to a steering committee 
made up of members of the Dlst. 214 and 
elementary district boards. 


The state money will be used to hire 


expert consultants to work with the com- 
mittees doing the study, Gilbert said. 


"The results of the study will be made 


available to the school boards without 
recommendation," Gilbert 
said. He 


added, "We haven't thought of this as a 
preparation for a feasibility study to 
form a unit district and you won't find 
the term-unit district used anywhere In 
our proposal." 


The study now underway in Dist 59 is 


studying three specific sets of boundaries 
for what could become a unit district. 
The committee working on the bound- 
aries expects to make a report this 
spring recommending whether a petition 
to form a unit district should be filed for 
one of the proposed units. 


THE UNIT districts being studied In 


Dlst 59 could result hi anywhere from 


one to four high schools being removed 
from the jurisdiction of Dlst 214. 


If a petition is filed to form a unit dis- 


trict In the Elk Grove area, hearings, 
will be held by the county superintendent 
and the petition will be reviewed by the 
state superintendent If both those offi- 
cials approve the petition, residents of 
the proposed unit will vote in a referen- 
dum whether they want a unit district 


Dlst 214 board members have said 


they hope their study of district organiza- 
tion will stall any consideration of unit 
district petitions from the Dist. 59 area. 


The board adopted the plan for the pro- 


posed study with board member Jack 
Costello passing.

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Commission will 
seek architecture 
grant for center 


The.Arlington Heights Cultural Com- 


mission last night decided lo proceed 
with plans to build a cultural center 
adjacent lo the Arlington Heights Me- 
morial Library. 


According to unanimous voles of the 


commissioners, national foundations will 
bo approached for architectural grants, 
architects will be Interviewed and Harper 
College officials will be consulted for co- 
operation in the plan. 


The commission also accepted a feasi- 


bility .study of the cultural center 
recently completed by Theater Con- 
sultant George C. honour. The study cost 
$6,000 plus honour's expenses. Though 
the commissioners decided to accept 
rather than endorse the 24-page study, 
they are following most of honour's sug- 
gestions. 


honour proposed a multi-purpose cul- 


tural center which could be built In two 
phases. Phase one would Include a 530- 
soat theater and phase two would Include 
1,315 more scats for a total concert hall 
seating capacity of over 1,800. 


THE TOTAL COST of the project, ac- 


cording to henour would be between $2.3 
million and $2.8 million. 


In hU report Izenour said "archi- 


tectural design and development could 
begin as soon as Is feasible." He also 
suggested that the estimated $25,000 for 
the architectural design be sought from 
cither a private foundation or the Nation- 
al Foundation for the Arts. 


"As I see It we have two alternatives, 


we can go for a foundation grant plus 
some local money or go for all local mon- 
ey," said Commission Chairman Sidney 
Roscnfcld. "We could probably get local 
money faster and It would be a good In- 
dication as to whether or not the commu- 
nity really supports the plan." 


Other commission members said fund- 


raising efforts should be saved tor the 
construction phase of the project and a 
foundation grant would add the psy- 
chological benefit of a non-profit organi- 
zation supporting the concept of a cultur- 
al center. 


THE COMMISSION decided to try to go 


for a foundation grant, which Is expected 
to take from three to six months. While 
the grant to being processed, commis- 
sioners plan to interview architects for 
the job of putting a building around he- 
nour's Interior plans. 
• Besides architecta who have ap- 
proached tho cultural commission to be 
considered for the job, firms from Phila- 
delphia, Pcnn., Essex, Conn., and Tulsa, 
Okln., which were suggested by Izenour, 
will bo Interviewed.

Another plan suggested by Izenour,

Tho High School Dlst. 214 board of edu- 


cation Monday approved plans for a 
study on school district organization to 
be completed by Feb. 1,1974. 


Tho board also agreed to ask the state 


'school superintendent's office to provide 
$23,169 for the study, which would exam- 
ine organization of Dlst. 214 and all Its 
feeder elementary districts. 


Tho study is being planned In response 


to a feasibility study on unit school dis- 
tricts now under way in Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dist 59. A unit district would place 
the high schools and elementary schools 


. under a single board of education and 
administration. 


Dlst. 214 and its underlying elementary 


districts arc now organized as dual dis- 
tricts, with separate boards and adminis- 
trations dealing with elementary and 
high schools. 


SUPT. EDWARD Gilbert explained the 


Dlst. 214 study will be made by 10 com- 
mittees which will investigate ' such 
things as enrollment projections, facil- 
ities, staffing needs and curriculum. 
Each committee will study a specific 
area and report to a steering committee 
made up of members of the Dlst 214 and 
elementary district boards. 


The state money will be used to hire 


expert consultants to work with the com- 
mittees doing the study, Gilbert said. 


"Tho results of the study will be made 


available to the school boards without 
recommendation," Gilbert said. He 
added, "We haven't thought of this as a 
preparation for a feasibility study to 
form a unit district and you won't find 
the term unit district used anywhere In

The study now underway in Dlst 59 is 


studying three specific sets of boundaries 
for what could become a unit district. 
The committee working on the bound- 
aries expects to make a report this 
spring recommending whether a petition 
to form a unit district should be filed for 
one of the proposed units.

"We thought we had an exclusive 
contract," Grodsky said.

The students caught on to the method 
right away, though no one was sure what 
they were going to end up with. 


"I DONT KNOW what it's going to 


be," said one student Others studied 
their masterpieces and decided it would 
be an ashtray or a cup or a jar. 


Teaching* the quick course in clay was 


Marilyn Sldell, the mother of a Berkeley 
student, who makes pots as a hobby. 


"I've been taking adult education 


courses In pottery with Dist 214 for a 
few years and enjoy the hobby very 
much," said Mrs. Sldell who taught all 
375 Berkeley students in over a dozen 
classes In a day and a half. In tho middle 
of her second morning of teaching Mrs. 
Sldell said she'd rather be a potter than 
a teacher of pottery. 


Mrs. Sldell said that some of the pots 


produced by her students weren't bad at 
all. 


"For their first attempt, some of them 


did better than I did when I first tried 
making a pot," said Mrs. Sldell. , 


"But there were others who just like to 


get gooshio and make a mess," she said 
as she tried to sponge off the lunch ta- 
bles which were caked with red clay. 


FOR THE MOST part the boys were 


the ones who enjoyed the gooshio clay 
the most When Mrs. Sidcll warned that 
tho red clay stains clothing some of the 


girls were hesitant to touch the stuff. 


"Oooh, this stuff Is taking my finger- 


nail polish off," said a fifth-grader. "It 
feels yuclde." 


But once she started to form a pot, the 


fingernail polish didn't matter any more. 


Pottery classes are the second in a 


series of classes to be taught by mothers 
of Berkeley students during the year. A 
mother volunteer taught the students ori- 
gami, the art of paper-folding, earlier in 
the school year.

High Court agrees to hear 
appeal on 73 race dates 


ILLINOIS - (UPI) - Supreme Court 


Justice Thomas E. Kluciynsld agreed 
yesterday to consider an appeal filed by 
the state attorney general from a deci- 
sion of a lower court that confirmed 1973 
race season dales fixed by the Illinois 
Racing Board. 


The appeal, filed by Atty. Gen. William 


J. Scott, said the state derived annual 
tax revenues of more than $50 million 
from racing and "therefore the Issues to 
be decided are of significant public Inter- 
est." 


On Jan. 31 Circuit Court Judge Robert 


J. Downing upheld original dates set by 


the racing board. He ruled In a suit 
brought by Scott that said that the board 
Improperly • granted a harness racing 
date to. two organizations controlled by 
former race board chairman William S. 
Miller. 


Fred F. Hcrzog, an assistant attorney 


general, argued that the racing board 
"flagrantly Ignored the law" In granting 
the dates. 


Kluczynski said he would talk to other 


members of the court and notify the per- 
sons Involved In the appeal whether the 
Supreme Court will hear the case. He set 
March 15 as a tentative hearing date. 


Underpass a reality by '78? 


There may be a faint light at the end 


of the tunnel — the long-drcamed-of Ar- 
lington Heights Road underpass beneath 
Northwest Highway and the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. tracks. 


A spokesman for the Illinois Division of 


Highways said yesterday that the under- 
pass might be included near the end of 
the department's current five-year plan, 
sometime around 1978.

Illegal to serve liquor In establishments 
that have nude dancing, live sex shows 
or stag films. The amendment Is pat-, 
terned after a recent U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling In a California case. 


The new regulation took effect at the 


time of passage yesterday and imme- 
diately applied to last night's topless-bot- 
tomless show at both clubs. The ordi- 
nance puts enforcement responsibilities 
in tho hands of the county's liquor com- 
mission, which may Immediately start li- 
cense revocation proceedings when they 
determine a violation has occurred.
